Chicken flock squawk 


Although my antecedents were all 
city folk, it was always their custom to 
supplement the family larder with a 
vegetable garden and flock of chickens; 
so that, as a boy, my world was bound 
by a wire fence and shared by milling 
crowds of clucking, crowing, pecking, 
essentially stupid birds whom I served 
as a menial laborer for a weekly allow- 
ance. 

Being a rather mean little kid, I 
delighted in teasing the chickens, who 
were easily alarmed by unfamiliar 
sounds and movements. For example, 
I would toss an old tattered and malig- 
nant teddy bear up in the air so it 
would land in the yard like a predator 


from the sky. They would set up a tre-. = 


endous clamor of squawking and flut: 
tering, and our back yard would be 
lost in.a huge, swirling cloud of dust 
and feathers from which rose the 
piteous din of screeching birds. 

Eventually 1 grew up, escaped from 
the chicken yard and discontinued the 
family custom of keeping a garden and 
domestic fowl. I don't miss the fence or 
the noise or the smell or the toil, but 
recently I was engulfed with a wave of 
nostalgia for that great hue and cry of 
frightened birds when I read the 
following in the Victory Valley Dazly 
Press: 

"Several BLM employees said they 
had been told that Louis McKey of 
Fontana, the 'Phantom Duck of the 
Desert' who has become a rallying point 
for dissatisfied dirt-bikers, walked into 
a San Bernardino hearing Monday 
night wearing a loaded .45-caliber 
handgun on his hip and was escorted 
from the room by deputy sheriffs and 
cited. 





“McKey wore an unloaded automatic 
handgun in a belt holster when he ad- 
dressed the BLM panel Monday, San 
Bernardino Police Sgt. Mike Maudsley 
said today. After others at the meeting 
became alarmed by it and called 
police, a patrolman asked McKey to 
step outside, examined the -weapon, 
and accepted custody of it for safe- 
keeping. 


“McKey told the patrolman he wore 
the gun to emphasize his opposition to 
controls on public land, ‘apparently 
more as.a stage prop than.anything,’ 
Maudsley said. McKey retrieved his 
weapon at the police station the next 
day. Maudsley said that the unloaded 
gun violated no statute.” 


Later, two BLM officials warned 
that rangers faced a threat from motor- 
cyclists, citing McKey's claim at the 
hearing that BLM rangers assigned to 
patrol wilderness areas in Alaska had 
mysteriously disappeared. In a joint 
memo they wrote: “There is an overt 
threat to BLM employees’ lives as a 
result of the-recent gun-toting episode 
by Louis McKey and concurrent sug- 
gestion that BLM employees may dis- 
appear in the field.” 

Obviously, Louie is a mean little kid 
at heart...and just the man we need 
to disrupt the milling crowds of cluck- 
ing, crowing, pecking, essentially stupid 
birds who would like to keep us all be- 
hind wire fences.

A real hand to te CEA for staging 
the 1980.Last Chance Enduro. It had 
all the proper ingredients: three loops 
per day, excellent terrain variety, good 
check personnel and quantity, and I 
believe — no zeros. The only short- 
comings: one checkpoint clock a 
minute off (later corrected), and the 
last check in the third loop Sunday 
was changed to an observation check. 

At a recent district enduro, almost 
none of the 200cc class.‘ riders (among 
others) could make an extra long, 
extra sandy, last loop uphill. Since no 
alternate route existed with 50 feet of 
the marked trail, there was mass AMA 
rule-breaking to go around. the 
mountain or find alternate routing 
that was passable. The only 200cc 
rider I know of who made it over the 
marked trail was the incredible Tracy 
Walters. 

To the CEA's everlasting credit, no 
such impossible .for- small-bores hills 
existed. Their event was, in my opinion, 
a model AMA enduro. It was also 
perhaps the overall best enduro in 
recent memory. 

The quality of the Last Chance de- 
served far more than the approximate- 
ly 180 turnout. Now while it's early, 
hopefully CRC and AMA enduro 
people can work together to avoid con- 
flicting dates, for 1981 events. There is 
no doubt that the CRC Santa Claus 
Enduro hurt the CEA’s draw. 
Probably the reverse is also true. 
There are few enough enduros in So 
Cal left now. Let's not lose any more.

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AMA/D-37 file suit against 
California Desert Plan 


LOS ANGELES, CA, DEC. 15 

їп what American Motorcyclist Association's Rob Rasor called, 
“AMA's first major legal issue in California," the Association and 
District 37 filed suit Friday, Dec. 12 against the BLM's California Desert 
Plan. In a phone conversation, Rasor told Cycle News that AMA had 
originally planned to file the suit during the week of Dec. 15-19, but the 
plans had changed when the State of California filed a similar suit on 
Friday seeking a temporary restraining order against the signing of th 
plan. ; 

The California case was assigned to Judge Waters in Los Angeles, 
and a hearing was scheduled for today, Monday, Dec. 15 where Judge 
Waters would consider the State's motion for an injunction against 
the Plan. 

AMA, represented by Robert Hinerfeld of Murphy, Thornton, 
Hinerfeld and Cahill, has asked for a continuance until Dec. 17 so that 
AMA may prepare their case. AMA's plan of attack will be to prove 
that the Plan's Environmental Impact Statement was inadequate and 
that there were "procedural deficiences” in the process such as 
inadequate opportunities for public input. Rasor added that AMA felt 
the State's case was "narrow in scope" compared with AMA's. 

National Outdoor Coalition is also filing on the Desert Plan as an 
intervener to the state's case. Inyo County also has planned to file 
suit, according to our information at presstime. It is rumored that the

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Appeal board upholds 
Cooley's Superbike title 


WESTERVILLE, OH, DEC. 15 

An American Motorcyclist Association appeal board has upheld a 
Nov. 26 decision by Mike DiPrete, AMA's commissioner of professional 
racing, making Wes Cooley of Santa Ana, CA, the champion of the 
1980 Superbike Series. 

DiPrete acted on two protests filed as a result of the series finale 
held Oct. 5, at Daytona International Speedway. Cooley, riding a Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki, edged Team Honda's Freddie Spencer at the finish line 
to win that race and to apparently claim the championship. But Cooley's 
win was protested by Team Kawasaki's Eddie Lawson, who came into 
the race with a 13-point lead then crashed in the main event and failed 
to score the points he needed to clinch the crown. 

Following the race, Lawson protested that the frame on Cooley's 
machine had been illegally modified. That protest was upheld by race 
officials and Cooley was disqualified, apparently giving the title to 
Lawson. However, Cooley appealed that decision. 

In his Nov. 26 decision, Commissioner DiPrete ruled that Lawson 
had switched motorcycles prior to the Daytona main event. He was 
therefore disqualified from the event and ineligible to file his protest 
against Cooley. On. Dec. 9, the appeal board upheld that decision with 
the following statement: 


1. At his own admission, Lawson was illegally entered in the event. 
(He did not ride the same machine he qualified.) 

2. Therefore, Lawson's protest is disallowed. 

3. Cooley was a legal entrant in the race because he passed technical 
inspection prior to the race and no official protest was filed. 

4. Therefore, the Appeal Board upholds the Wes Cooley appeal, and 
the results as first posted will be the official results of the race 
meeting run on Oct. 5, 1980, at Daytona Beach, Florida. 

5. This Board further finds that modifications to the competitors' 
machines are at the present time unclear in the rules and inter- 
pretations of same. The Board feels that it is the responsibility. of 
the AMA to make rules regarding frame modifications that are 
more clearly defined and to provide technical inspections prior to 
the race that either approve or disapprove the vehicles entered. 

. Based upon evidence and testimony at this hearing, our findings 
indicate that there has been laxity in the enforcement of the frame 
modification rule for some time, and the Board recommends that 
the AMA take corrective actions to insure that the apparent 
laxity in officiating and technical inspections be improved and 
strengthened to eliminate rule infractions in the future. 

7. This Board recommends that the AMA fine the participant, Eddie 
Lawson, under Chapter XI, B, Paragraph 3, $1,000 for violating rule 
Chapter IX, Paragraph 18; but suspend said fine pending comple- 
tion of competition for a one-year period from this date without a 
violation of the AMA competition rule pertaining to changing of 
motorcycles. 

. This Board further believes, from the evidence, that the lack of 
clarity in the rule pertaining to Superbike frames was taken ad- 
vantage of in the construction of Cooley's machine, and recom- 
mends that the AMA take a firm position against “stretching” of 
rules.

Kenny Roberts looks at 1981

It's hard to say who most wants Kenny Roberts to return to U.S. Grand National 
dirt track competition — U.S. fans who only see King Kenny rarely, or KR's com- 
petition on the 500cc World Road Racing Championship circuit. 

While Roberts has signed with Yamaha to return to Europe and seek his fourth 
World Championship, he will also figure in the AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Winston Pro Series. Roberts and Mert Lawwill have established their own racing 
team, with Mike Kidd and Jimmy Filice riding the new Yamaha 750 V-twin. 

Is this a stepping stone for Roberts’ eventual return to U.S. competition? What 
does the best 500cc road racer in the world today forsee in 1981? In a recent tele- 
phone interview, we asked... 





The first question we wanted to ask 
you is about your new racing team 
with Jimmy Filice, Mike Kidd and 
Mert Lawwill. How did you come to 
find yourself involved with a U.S. 
racing effort? 

It started with helping Mike Kidd and 
Jimmy Filice. We got into something 
last year when I hired Gary Howard 
to manage my affairs. We thought 
that we could help a couple of Ameri- 
can riders this year, as far as financing, 
sponsors, investments, tax breaks, and 








stuff like that because that was what 
we were doing with me and it would be 
easy to do a couple of other riders. We 
signed up Kidd and Filice. 

At the same time we started talking 
to Mert Lawwill about his involve- 
ment with the new Yamaha and Mert 
had a research and development pro- 
gram with Yamaha. We decided it 
would be to both our benefits to put 
our program with its two riders in with 
bis research and development 
program, with a couple of sponsors 
and make a racing team. And that's 
what it boiled down to — me and Mert 
had something to offer each other so we 
went together and now have a racing 
team. We don't exactly know what it's 
going to be called yet, we don't know 
exactly who the sponsors are going to 
be, and what not. So we signed Mike 
and Jimmy not only through our man- 
agement, International Riders, Inc., 
but we also signed them on our team 
to race for us.

Do you have the sponsors lined up or 
do you know who any of them will be 
yet? 

We are lining up outside sponsors 
now, talking to them. We got into this 
thing really late. We didn't think we'd 
be running a racing team; we thought 
that we'd be helping a few riders. Asit 
turned out now we're involved in a 
whole racing team. 

My feelings on the racing team were 
somewhat in the future — if I want to 
come back to race in America it would 
be very difficult for me to come back 
and start a whole new effort to race 
one year in American dirt track, win 
the American Championship again, 
then retire. 

It's very difficult to do in one year 
with the amount of development that 
we would need. So this way, by running 
a team, next year or the year after if 1 
want to come back and ride a motor- 
cycle I know it will be competitive. 

This year we got in really late and to 
find any major sponsors is going to be 
tough.

Do you think you'll be able to pick 
up support from your traditional 
sponsors, such as Goodyear? 

Well we don't know that yet. With the 
holidays and things we just can't seem 
to get anything done. 


Are we going to see you on the dirt at 
Houston? 

I don't know that yet. I'd like to be in 
Houston but we'll have to wait and see. 


Turning to the other side of the 
Atlantic, how are the chances for 
your fourth title? Have you ridden 
the new bikes or seen them? 





No, the new bikes are not built yet. I 
don't test the new bikes till the end of 
February. I won't race a GP until the 
29th of April in Austria so we have 
plenty of time to get the new bikes 
sorted out. We still have some testing 
to do on last year's equipment. That 
will be done, shortly, I don't know 
when. We'll test some suspension, 
some frames, and stuff like that to try 
and make next year's bike better. 

I think that next year the bike will 
be a little bit more to my specifications 
and my testing than they ever have 
been. Last year they built the bike for 
me but I really didn't test it. The 
problems that we ran into last year 
were that the bike was so light that we 
developed some тоге chatter 
problems — the bike was skidding 
around more than it did in 1979. So 
we have to work on that, change the 
geometry, play with engines, stuff like 
that, to get the bike to react like it did 
in 1979 — with the weight — without 
the weight. So we're gonna be working 
on that. I think it can be done. What 
engine and what powerband and what 
change and all that stuff I don't know 

et. 

Who do you think will be your top 
challenger next year? Randy 
Mamola again? 

Yeah, Randy will be the biggest threat. 
There's also been quite a bit of 
rumor and speculation about a team- 
mate for you, а Yamaha teammate. 
Has there been anything? 

Well to my knowledge they-have given 
Barry Sheene a works bike and parts, 
exactly the same as I got when 1 first 
went over. I don't know if they signed 
Barry as an official teammate or just 
from what I understand it was an 
English run team. Whether or not he's 
my official teammate I'm not sure, 
because no one has told me. So I have 
to get that clear. 
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ext year the bike

What would be your feelings about 
having Barry as an official Yamaha 
teammate? 

I have no problem with Barry being a 
teammate, if he is a teammate. Natural- 
ly I'm the number one rider at 
Yamaha. I don’t know if Barry would 
be put in the number two position or 
not, that’s one of the things that 
probably uncertain at this time. 

It’s very difficult to start out with a 
teammate and then halfway through 
the year someone gets upset because 
they have to be put in the number two 
spot. That’s why Yamaha I think was a 
little reluctant in hiring a teammate 
was because of this problem. In 
Europe it’s a big problem to say “you 
have to run second.” They want to be 
sure that they can get a guy when they 
say, "Hey, now you have to run second 
because we need the points," that he 
will run second and not be constantly 
thinking about it. 

The problem in motorcycle racing is 
that most of the guys aren't professional 
enough to say, "Hey you can't win the 
world championship but we'd like you 
to help our main man." Well most of 
the time, especially the Italians, they 
throw a big fit because they think they 
can win the race. But that's a new 
position problem since the last three 
years. When they start giving some 
orders, half the people take them and 
half the people don't. So when you 





really don't want to get into this kind 
of political problem; when they sign a 
guy to be on the Yamaha team they 
really want the right guy.

How is the relationship now between 
your group, the Professional Riders 
Association, and the FIM? 

Right now we have one problem and 
that's Spa Francorchamps. We under- 
stand that they have given Spa the GP 
back for '81, the race will be held at 
Spa. From what I understand talking 
on the phone and we have our riders' 
representative from the PRA that was 
supposed to go and see the Spa circuit 


'and find out if we had this fixed to our 


satisfaction. And I have not heard yet 
whether it has or has not. 

The relationship now with the FIM 
is OK. We have a riders' organization 
who wants a say before, and they, so 
far, have listened to it. Whether this 
will be a big conflict we don't know. 
The sanctioning body still has not set 
big strides in coming to our requests, 
although the Spanish races are out as 
far as the 500s are concerned, they're a 
waste of time. We don't know about 
the other classes. We have a good race 
track in Sweden now at Anstop, a good 
race track. Finland is still in the streets 
so we still have some work to do. But 
they are listening to us, at least. 

Whether we're getting anything 
done it's very hard to say because we've 
only been doing it a half a year. And 
trying to make a big improvement in 
half a year is impossible with a sanc- 
tioning body it has to have everything 
tied up with a year, year and a half 
advance. We won't really see if we're 
making any improvements until next 
year. 

We give you a very good chance of 
winning a fourth straight world 
championship. Would you go back to 
Europe for another year, or would 
you stay in the U.S.? 

Its very difficult to turn down the 
racing in Europe, if you're the World 
Champion. It would be very difficult 
to turn down the money that's offered 
in Europe just to go there and race. 
But when you've had your fill of it, if 
you've been there for three times, and 
let's say next year I'm not the World 
Champion or 1 am the World 
Champion and I'm tired of racing 
Europe, I probably will not go back. It 
just depends on how my feeling is at 
the end of next year. Whether I'm 
World Champion or not really doesn't, 
I don't think, put the pressure on you 
to go back to Europe. It's whether you 
enjoy racing in Europe ог not. 
Whether you're number one or 
number two or number three doesn't 
really make any difference if you want 
to go back and race. I don't win any 
more money being the World Cham- 
pion than I do being number three. 
What would you say the chances are 
that we'll see you back on the dirt 
track circuit in the next couple of 
years? 

Well, one of the steps toward getting 
me back on the dirt is running the race 
team with Mert. Right now you're 
looking at a pure business standpoint. 
I can run 11 races in Europe and win

the World Championship or 1 can 
come back to America and run 30 
races, sometimes twice a week. Racing 
isn't hard, it's been what I've done all 
my life, but to be honest it's kind of 
silly to run 30 races with the amount of 
awards that you get out of the AMA 
circuit. Right now I could say, "Yeah 
Im gonna race in America." We're 
talking about a three and a half year 
job, just to get through one year. 

Another thing I would like to get 

done in this racing team with Mert is 
to sort of feel that I'm doing something 
as far as the AMA and. the rule 
changes they are about to make. 
'Cause it has a lot to do with whether 
I'm coming back or not. If they con- 
tine to make the kind of rule 
changes that they have been making 
and if the sport keeps dropping like it 
has been dropping, there's no way 
you'll see me come back and race. 
What specifically about the rule 
changes bothers you? 
Well they're not doing anything to 
help the guy, the privateer rider. They 
think they're helping him by keeping 
Harleys in there and they're not, 
they're killing him. Nobody makes any 
money now. Get the factories involved 
with some more equipment and it 
builds up a lot more interest so you got 
40 factory riders. At least with some 
sponsorships going around where a 
guy can make some money so he 
doesn't have to buy a Harley and 
spend all the money he's saved to put 
the program together. 

I just read your Cycle News article 
on Ricky Graham and remembering 
how dead set he and Tex Peel were 
against the 500s because their Harleys 
are competitive and the next damn 
sentence they say, “We spent all the 
money we have and all the money we 
made on our Harleys so we're broke." 
That doesn't make any sense to me. 
Unless they drum up some kind of out- 
side interest from other factories and 





get competition back in the sport 
they're all gonna take it in the shorts. 
They've got to have competition. 

Those who think that they can race 
around on these dirt tracks forever 
with Harley-Davidsons are out of the 
hunt. We've got to have competition. 
There's no sport in the world that 
doesn't have competition, and in 
motor sports, the competition not only 
pertains to the people that are riding, 
but also to the motorcycles and the 
cars, or whatever. Unless they make 
some kind of changes to get this done, 
this sport's going to be going contin- 
ually down. I don't want to come back 
and race when it's going down. 

One of the things that we've done 
now is Mert and I have committed the 
Yamaha street bike to run on the dirt 
track because we feel that we drastical- 
ly need another brand racing. We 
haven't got an engine yet or a motor- 
cycle, but if someone doesn't do some- 
thing pretty soon in spite of the AMA 
it's all gonna die. So we're doing this in 
order to help the sport out. When they 
had a chance three years ago to go to 
the 500s theyve blown it, they've 
blown it right out the tub. They're 
gonna have to make some rule changes 
here pretty soon, otherwise, boy, it's 
going to be grim. 

One final question. Are you making 
any New Year's resolutions? 

Yeah, I'm gonna be in better condition, 
better shape next year. Last year I 
kind of coasted and I didn't feel it 
would be that hard of a year. Next 
year I think will be much tougher so I 
have to be in better shape. 

Have you been working out with a 
trainer or — 

I will be. Right now I'm on vacation. 
Ive been home for two and a half 
weeks since the meeting in Japan and 
thats really not enough time after 
you've been going continually. 

I hear that. OK then Kenny thanks 
for talking to us. e.

For nearly every rider on the Winston Pro Series trail, becoming AMA Grand 
National Champion will always be a dream. In Randy Goss’ case, the dream came 


true. 


By the closest margin т 17 seasons - one point - Goss grabbed the title from a 
very determined Hank Scott to become the 15th rider to wear the crown in the 27 


year history of the championship. 


Even in winning, Goss was his characteristic self -- he was elated, but in a 
somewhat subdued manner. His wife Vickie is the vocal, ecstatic half of the family. 

The long, hard road to the title paid off for Goss in at least one sense, it enabled 
him to recently purchase a new home. "I finally have а place to have a workshop, " 
said Goss about his new home. "The $10,000 bonus I got from Harley-Davidson for 
winning the title and the $23,500 in Winston Pro Series point fund money sure 
helped make the decision to buy an easy one.” 

Throughout the interview Goss uses the term "we" rathern than "I" for he feels 
his effort was a collective one combining himself, Vickie and his tuner Brent 
Thompson. That combination, Goss hopes, will carry him to his second title in 


1981. 


What were you thinking when you 
received the Number One plate from 
Steve Eklund at the awards banquet? 
It's hard to describe. It felt awfully 
good. I guess it was like a dream come 
true. It was the best way to end a long 
year. 

Were you being conservative 
during the first part of the season? 
Not really. If you write down all the 
races and look at my finishes from the 
halfway point on, we took off and did 
a whole lot better. We had to make a 
few changes. If we had had our first 
half going like the second half of the 





season we would have been a lot better 
off. We weren't trying to Ье 
conservative, we were just trying 
consistently to win races. We never did 
although we came close a few times. 
We certainly weren't trying to just sit 
back. 

What changes did you make? 

Brent and І did a lot of testing and 
changed around the engine and 
chassis combinations to suit me a bit 
more. It just took awhile to find the 
right combination. : 

What are your plans for next season? 
We're going to try to not make the 








same mistakes next year that we did 
this season and work on a few weak 
points. The plan is to hammer away at 
everybody and be Number One at the 
end of the season. 

What do you feel were mistakes? 
There were just small things like not 
being as prepared at the track as we 
should have been on a couple of 
occasions. 

What do you feel were weak points? 
My starts, for one. I have to work on 
getting better starts. We also have to 
work on the TT effort because of those 
stinking 500s. There are some tracks, 
like Santa Fe, where the track dries out 
and the 500s have a real advantage. 
You know, theres a big weight 
advantage there also. 

Would you like to ride a 500? 

I think it would be nice if we had one. 
Will the title defense be tougher 
than winning it? 

I think it will be because it's going to 
be more competitive. I don't know if 
the points chase will stay as close. 
There are so many good riders that it 
will come down to how good a rider's 
program is at the end of the season. 
Who do you see as your biggest 
threat? 

I think Jay (Springsteen) will be a lot of 
trouble if he stays healthy. For the rest 
it depends on their program. I think 
Scott Pearson could be trouble. 





Do you figure Hank Scott will have 
as good a year? 

Hank's going to be trouble. But there 
are so many guys out there that could 
do it. You can't count anybody out. 
Hank and Steve Morehead are so darn 
hard to predict. Steve turned his 
program around this year from what 
he usually does. He usually is a slow 
starter and ends up fast, so this year he 
starts fast and ends up a bit slow. 
Ricky Graham could give everyone a 
lot of trouble. Billy Labrie is a strong 
rider and could be stronger with a 
good program. Scott Parker is going to 
be working hard. I don't count 
anybody out. 

Did you have any doubts that you 
could win the title? 

There was always a reasonable amount 
of doubt, but we had a lot of 
confidence. Tulsa hurt us pretiy bad. 
It was a bummer of a day. We'd been 
In so many main events in à row that it 
was really, really hard to take. Losing 
my 16 point lead didn’t help either. 
However, I think it was good for me. 
You know, you can get all settled down 
after you get,really pissed off. It 
helped my determination. 

How did you feel after winning San 
Jose? 

Confident. We just hoped nothing 
really tragic happened at Ascot. 
Weren't you a bit worried at Ascot

Yes. We were just happy to get things 
over with at Ascot -- especially the way 
it ended ир. Winning the 
championship took a lot of weight off 
everybody's shoulders. 

Was Jay (Springsteen) happy that 
you won? 

Boy, he was great! 

Did he give you any tips during the 
year or encourage you at all? 

Not really, he wasn't around a whole 
lot and I don't see him much when I'm 
in Michigan. As a matter of fact, I've 
only been up to his house two times. I 
see him more at the race track than I 
do anywhere. 

Do you think dirt track is alive and 
well or is it slowly dying? 

I think it's gonna come back. 1 think 
its on its way with the Japanese 
coming in. It's going to help all of us. I 
hope it helps the riders too. I think, for 
one thing, that the up-and-coming 
riders need to see a place to go. They 
need to know when they decide on 
racing for a job there will be some 
money to make and some races to go 
to. As it was, some probably saw that 
there were problems. I think when the 
Japanese get in it will help everything. 
Hopefully, the riders will be the ones 
who benefit. 

What do you think of Yamaha's 750 
V-twin? 

Well, I haven't gotten to take one 
apart or anything like that, but I think 
its going to take a little while for 
anyone racing one to give us a lot of 
trouble. 1 also hear rumors that 
Honda will have a surprise for us 
around the middle of the season. 
Maybe they have a 750 also, that 
would be another shot in the arm for 
racing. I'd like to see them get 
competitive and then maybe they 
would hire three or four guys each. 
Then, instead of two guys making 
money, I mean making good money, 
then maybe eight or almost ten of 
them could be making money like 
that. You know, it’s going to help us at 
the Harley factory because they don't 
want to get beat by Yamaha, so 
everybody will work harder. It's going 
to generate a bunch of energy in a big 
circle, I think. 

How about a prediction on what will 
happen next season? 

Boy, that's a tough question. I think it 
will be a six rider battle to the halfway 
point and then a four rider battle to 
the three-quarters point. From there 
to the finish I think it will be in the 
lead. 

Can you beat a healthy Springer? 
Yes, I think we can throughout the 
year. It's a long season and we're going 
to give it a helluva shot. That's all you 
can do. We'll be doing the same thing 


- as this year -hammering away. 8.

In 1980 Rich Schlachter locked up his second consecutive U.S. Road Racing 
Championship. With that title he proved his first championship was no fluke, and 
that he is one of the fastest pavement racers competing inside our country's 


boundaries. 


Now is the time of year racers plan their strategy and line up support for the 
coming season. Schlachter is no exception; he's been spending most of his time at 
home in Connecticut by the typewriter, putting together publicity packets to send 


to prospective sponsors. 


It looks to be another year on the U.S. ctrcutt for Schlachter. Parts are already 
rolling in for his Yamaha TZ750 in order to mold й into a competitive package for 
1981. Schlachter will only compete if he is competitive--running with equipment 
that won't put him in winner's circle isn't racing to him. Combining sponsorship, 
fine mechanics, fabricators and his talent, Schlachter feels he has a grasp on 
another title before the first green flag has come close to waving. 

We were lucky enough to fit into Schlachter's busy Schedis and get his insight 
into a few matters. We found his comments not only aimed at the season to come, 
but into road racing's future, and his future in relationship to that. We find Rich 
Schlachter interesting every time we get to talk to him. We hope you find him 


interesting, too. 


Congratulations are in order for 
winning your second consecutive 
U.S. Road Racing Championship. 
Was the win a financially rewarding 
one? 

Yes, I did make some money last year, 
but only because 1 had good 
sponsorship. For what I did on the 
National circuit I didn't really make 
all that much money, but I did come 
out in the black and not in the red as 
usual. Next year with Honda and 
Suzuki involved in Formula One the 
money I take in from winning will 
have to go back into the program, and 
I just can't keep on doing that year 
after year. 


Last year, I didn't even pay a 
mechanic. George Vincensi, Frank 
Shepp and Kent Peterson helped me 
out at the races and they did it for 
absolutely nothing. If I had to put 
$20,000 out for a mechanic I would 
have made absolutely no money last 
year. I did all the work myself between 
the races and Kevin Cameron did my 
cylinders for me and these other guys 
helped me out. In essence the only 
reason I made money was because I 
completely took care of my own 
program, and next year that won't be 
possible because it's becoming more 
and more competitive.

Superbikers race in California? 

Well, I started off with this dynamite 
start (in the heat) and I had brain 
failure because I shifted the bike like 
my road racer 750 and it's exactly the 
opposite--I went directly from second 
to first. That put me in last, but I 
worked my way up. Then I stalled my 
engine on this little hill on the 
dragstrip. Then in my semi I threw it 
down in the oval part. 

I wish there was more road racing 
and faster parts to the Superbikers 
course. The speeds aren't where road 
racing really counts. I feel it’s more 
geared to  motocrosers or dirt 
trackers. It was more competitive this 
year than last, though. I think it's an 
interesting concept and I plan to do it 
again. 

What sponsorship or help have you 
lined up for the '81 season so far? 
Right now I'm getting my proposals 
out. I hope to hire Kevin Cameron full 
time to work on the bike. I'd also like 
to get a new 750 and spare engine if 
they're available. To do that I have to 
go outside the motorcycle industry to 
get the sponsorship I need, so I've been 
hitting the cigarette companies, the 
gas companies, that type of thing. At 
this time I have absolutely nothing 
concrete. I've even gone to computer 
companies, but as of now I haven't 
inked anything. I've spent $1,000 on 
proposals and pictures; all I can do is 
hope for the best. 

I'm looking to put together a 100 
percent competitive program, and in 
order to do that the sponsors have to 
commit themselves fairly decently 
financially in order to get a return. 

Do you have any superbike plans for 
next year? 

No, I have absolutely no superbike 
plans. I would be interested in riding a 
superbike, but I would only ride a 
factory superbike. To run a program 
with the factory 
superbikes would take a quarter of a 
million dollars; a lot of money. You 
can talk to anyone at the factories and 
they tell you they can build their 
superbikes for $10,000, but I think 
that's bullshit. 

Were you approached by any of the 
factories in connection with racing 
for next year? 

No I wasn't. I talked to them through 
my own initiative. I told them I would 
be interested in riding a superbike and 
I had no response from them. Part of 
the problem may have been they 
thought I had a program put together. 
They might have felt I had a major 
sponsor put together for next year and 
that I was interested in Formula One. 
I approached Kawasaki, Honda, 
Yoshimura Suzuki and even Suzuki 
but nothing came of it. 

Do you see the Pro-Am races 
increasing interest in road racing on 
a National event level? 

I think the concept is decent on 
putting the Pro-Am circuit together, 
but it all comes down to it costs just as 
much money to go to a Pro-Am as to a 
National. But Га rather have races 
and not make very much money than 
have no races. It's a beginning effort 
and hopefully it will grow and it will 
turn into Nationals. So, yes. I would 
say it is a good idea. It will probably 
take another year or two to really get 
going. 

The trend is really going towards 

superbikes, because they don't have 
the Formula One program in there 
(Pro-Ams). I still feel the major classes 
should be the GP classes. Next year it 
might be different with Honda and 
Yoshimura Suzuki getting more 
involved with Formula One. 
You’re on the AMA’s professional 
racing rules committee, and that 
makes you an “insider.” Do you see 
the championship road racing 
schedule growing in years to come? 





We brought that up at the last 
meeting and realized that interest is 
starting to grow, but I think we'll have 
to separate the classes in dirt track and 
road racing and try to get two 
championships going. I think we're 
going to have a problem if we don't get 
twelve or at least ten road races 
because it will be hard to get a sponsor 
that a rider can tell they'll really get 
something out of it. 

It's an obvious situation where the 
dirt trackers are just doing dirt tracks 
and the road racers are just doing road 
races. There's very little overlap, and 
with the expense in both Class C and 
road racing it's hard to do both. Even 
if they kept it in the same Winston Pro 
Series schedule and still had twelve 
road races then they'd get more dirt 
trackers involved in road racing. Even 
if one dirt tracker did it he'd be at an 
advantage because of the road race 
points. Right now dirt trackers can't 
righteously say it's good to invest 
money in a road racer when they can't 
even make any money back. 

Do you have plans to compete in 
Europe and join Roberts, Mamola, 
Singleton, and Mike Baldwin and 
David Aldana, who just inked 
contracts with Honda to contest the 
European endurance races? 

I definitely want to go to Europe. I'm 
making some friends right now and 
will possibly do that in 1982. If I can't 
get into a really good 500cc program 
Id probably start out in the 250 or 
350cc World Championship races. I 
feel I would be more competitive as a 
privateer against the factories in those 
classes than the 500cc class. Then 
again the big factor is sponsorship. 
You need a quarter of a million dollars 
to race the 500s competitively. 


'There are some who say your U.S. 
title has a hollow ring to it. Those 
people cite the handful of races 
conducted for the title and the fact 
that American racers like Kenny 
Roberts, Randy Mamola and Dale 
Singleton didn't compete in more 
than a couple of the U.S. 
championship races. Others refer to 
Singleton running away from you at 
Pocono and Roberts lapping you at 
Laguna Seca. How would you 
respond to those skeptics? 

І feel it is a title and I'm proud to have 
won it. It has a lot to do with 
consistency and finishing all the races 
and gaining all the points and winning 
it. I wish that Roberts and Singleton 
and all those guys would compete, 
because when you get into it there's 
very little competition. I ride to win at 
the slowest possible speed. It's 
sometimes hard to get going really fast 
when you're accustomed to not going 
even 90 percent, or sometimes riding 
75 or 80 percent. 

It’s not the title that it should be. If 
I could have beaten Singleton at 
Pocono or have done a lot better at 
Laguna Seca it probably would have 
helped me a great deal as far as the 
public eye. There were still a lot of 
circumstances that determined why I 
did what I did at those races. 

That's one of the reasons I want to 
go to Europe. I'd rather finish third, 
fourth or fifth in a field that's top 
notch than to win every race where the 
field isn't so top notch. But it's hard to 
get sponsorship and the proper 
publicity without winning the United 
States Road Racing Championship as 
I have done the past two years. 

Other than that I just want to thank 
all the people who have helped me 
over the years: Microlon, Energy 
Efficient Systems, Castrol Oil, Arai 
Helmets, Sky Cycles, and all the other 
people who help те besides my 
product sponsors. Without them I'd go 
racing, but they give me a chance to 
make some money at it, because that's 
what I'm trying to do, make a living. *

Do O'Drochta 


Bo O'Brochta ts the lanky, bearded pilot of the world's quickest motorcycle. 
Though he has been racing some sort of vehicle or another for the past 26 seasons, 
1980 was far and away his best year. Racing in the Top Fuel class where domination 
is nearly impossible, Bo took on all comers and emerged on top. 

While racing takes up almost all his waking hours, we were able to pin him down 
briefly for the following interview. Here's the man who knows the joy of traveling 
down the quarter mile quicker than any person in history. 


When 1980 started did you really 
think that you could have the success 
that you did? 

In the back of my head I knew I'd be 
Number One. If you look in the back 
of my camper there's a little window 
and when you ride down the road and 
look in the mirror you can see the 
number one. David (Mobberley) and I 
made it when we first put the camper 
together. I watched that thing in the 
mirror all year long. I never knew that 
we could dominate like we did, but 
that was my goal. I knew that if 
everything went right I could do it. 
Early in the season you started out 
with a setup where you had a 
movable motor, what was wrong with 
the design? 

It worked, as long as we were making 
small amounts of horsepower. When 
we turned the bike into a Top Fueler, 
instantly it was flexing. The chassis 
wasn't flexing, the motor was flexing. 
Thats why we were breaking those 
(drive) belts. If we had had the motor 
plates like we have now to stiffen it up 
we probably would not have needed 
the gear drive we tried. 

Whose idea was the gear drive? Were 
you afraid that the belt would not 
handle the horsepower? 

Mike (Grey) more or less. We got to 
worrying more about the width of the 


motorcycle. - We: wanted to keep -the- 





profile down the sides as narrow as we 
could. We looked at Ronnie Teson's 
and it was working very good for him 
so we decided that we could build a 
gear drive. It would be a little more 
work than Teson's because his only 
uses two gears and ours would have to 
use three. It would have worked if it 
had a motor plate on the right side, 
because the only reason it broke was the 
motor twisted and broke the right side 
front motor mount and totally 
destroyed the gear drive. 

You changed the gear drive to a 3 V? 
inch belt drive right around the 4th 
of July. From that point on, until 
the end of the season, you won 87.596 
of the races you attended. Do you 
feel that the change had a lot to do 
with it? 

Whew!! Obviously. The design was 
from Jim Longo and Mike Grey. The 
execution was Jim Longo's but the 
design and basically the engineering 
part was Mike Grey. Mike knew what 
he wanted and Jimmy knew what 
would work so they got together and 
figured it out. It made the chassis 
100095 ^ better handling and 
eliminated all the problems we had 
with clutch breakage and chain 
breakage.  Nothing's flexing; it's 
probably the most solid motorcycle out 
there. 


` Did itchange your riding style? - - - 





It's hard to explain. The bike now goes 
so straight that you almost don't have 
to ride it. I had to work at riding it 
before. A lot of the problem had to do 
with the fairing (since removed) and 
the flexing. The only thing I do now is 
make slight corrections going down 
the track. I used to have to hang off 
with my head almost touching the 


pavement sometimes, but that was а. 


combination of the fairing being on 
the front and me trying to see around 
the fairing, the bike staying on the 
wheelie bars for so long and the fairing 
being in my field of vision. It was right 
there and I'd have to try to see over the 
top of it. The elimination of the 
flexing of the chassis makes it an easy 
motorcycle to ride. I looked at video 
tapes of it and I don't do half the work 
on the motorcycle that I see everybody 
else doing to ride theirs.

Obviously you're at ease with the 
handling characteristics of the motor- 
cycle. 

Oh, yeah, I'm totally happy with the 
motorcycle. 

Since you picked up so much in the 
ET department and the mph 
department, has the motorcycle 
scared you any? 

What makes your heart beat faster 
than anything else riding that 
motorcycle is the shut-down at 75% of 
the tracks we run at. Most shut-off 
areas are bumpy and holey, wavy.

They're not made for motorcycles. 
They're made for  cars...four 
wheels...parachutes. We have to rely 
on brakes and one little bitty tire on 
the front. It weighs five hundred 
pounds and it leaves the ground most 
of the time at those bumpy tracks. The 
actual run is usually so smooth and so 
quick and it's over so quickly that it's 
just easy. ..the shut-off is hard! 

How much control do you have over 
the motorcycle when you are riding 
it for so long a distance on the rear 
wheel and wheelie bar? 

Just with your body. You have a 
certain amount that you can correct, 
but if the bike is pointed in one 
direction it tends to go in that 
direction. 

Can you judge when you’re riding, 
how quick you’ re going? 

Oh yeah, you can tell whether it’s an 8 
second pass or a 7.50 or a 7.30 or 
better than that. 180 mph and 190 
mph you can tell the diffeence. A 
seven twenty and a seven zero, you can 
tell the diffeence. But, you just know 
when you made a good pass...you just 
feel it. 

All year long you were in a tough 
points chase with Frog Thacker and 
Sam Wills in the two organizations. 
After bad performances at Cincinnati 
and Indy you were in a tough situa- 
tion, at any point did it get you down? 


I don’t think so. Maybe disappointed 
that the motorcycle kept breaking. 
Not that I felt like giving up or 
anything, we just tried harder. We 
knew what we had to do, it was just a 
matter of did we have enough time 
between events to finish doing what we 
had to do? We didn't have a whole lot 
of time to test anything. The first run- 





after we put the new belt drive on, it . 


went quicker than the new record we 
had set with the gear drive. Then we 
knew that it was under control after 
that. All we had to do was keep the 
motors together. We have been 
running the same drive belt between 
the motor and the clutch since we put 
iton. 

The points chase eventually came 
down between you and Thacker. Did 
he give you any trouble? 

Frog is the kind of person that tries to 
psyche everybody out, I think the only 
place where he might have honestly 
psyched me out was Epping, when he 
took about a tenth holeshot on me. I 
was probably a little overconfident 
and he cut a good tree and that was it. 
What, looking back, was your 
biggest disappointment in 1980? 
Breaking the gear drive at Indy. We 
had a chance to catch Frog and pass 
him at Indy, but we didn't even make 
a pass. We broke the gear drive ten 
feet out of the hole. We had no spare 
parts and it (gear drive) was totally 
destroyed. Frog was able to jump quite 
a few hundred points ahead of us at 
Indy.

Due to the fact that a lot of changes 

had to be made in a short period of 

time, you were forced to spend a lot 

of time on the road literally living 

out of that camper. Right? 

We put 60,000 miles on the road this 

year spending an honest seven months 

away from home. It's hard on people 

being on the road that long. Living 

together, trying to get along together 

you get what I call cabin fever. When 

you get personalities that have to work 

together and you're that close for so 

long the slightest irritation can 

become monumental. However, we 

are all still friends. We might have had 

a few bad words now and then, but 

we're all still friends. 

With the tedious boredom of the 

road, what were you able to do to 

relax? 

Actually, I don't think I've relaxed yet. 

It's been race it...blow it up...repair 

it...back on the road...race it, etc. 

Between races this year the longest 

time that I have had at home to relax 

was probably one week! Even then it 

was come back to St. Pete and rebuild 

the motors. 

Are the motorcycles and their riders 
ready for the sixes and 200 mph? 

I think there's a lot of riders out there 
that can handle sixes and 200 miles an 
hour. But, I don't think that there are 
many tracks that are ready for sixes on 
a motorcycle. There may be only four 
or five tracks in the whole United 
States that a motorcycle can actually 
have the rider feel safe running those 
ETs and speeds. It just takes the right 
conditions and you being able to relax 
enough to keep the throttle on all the 
way through the traps. You have to 
know that the track is flat and smooth. 
I think there will be quite a few sixes in 
1981. 


Are the sanctioning bodies tough 
enough on licensing riders for Top 
Fuel competition? 

I don't think so. The old organization 
(AMDRA) used to have a licensing 
procedure just like NHRA does with 
Top Fuel and Funny Car drivers. I 
don't feel that just anybody should be 
allowed to come out and get on a Top 
Fuel motorcycle. I think there should 
be a period of time that he has to 
spend in a lower class where he learns 
to ride a lay-down motorcycle. There's 
a.lot of difference between riding a

lay-down motorcycle and riding a sit- 
up bike. He should spend so much 
time in one ET bracket. Say, so many 
months in the nines, so many months 
in the eights, so many months in the 
sevens before he is allowed to ride a 
Top Fuel motorcycle. It's not easy, 


' especially if you have а bad handling 


motorcycle. If you have a good handling 
motorcycle it does make it a little easier. 
How many people are there in the 
world that have ridden a seven second 
motorcycle? You have to think about 
that. 

Has another's ability, or lack of it, 
ever worried you when you pulled 
up next to a competitor during a 
race? 

I respect anybody that is running in 
Top fuel. There are maybe one or two 
that shouldn't really be out there. I'm 
not going to name any names, that's 
up to the sanctioning bodies. A lot of 
times I've worried about the machine 
that was in the next lane more than 
the rider. I've seen too many people 
out of control right off the starting line 
and they don't have enough sense to 
turn it off. It takes a lot of common 
sense to ride one of those things. 


You have been racing for about 
twenty-six years. What's down the 
road for Bo O'Brochta? 

I don't even want to think about it! 
Probably as long as my reflexes stay 
good and my mind stays clear and my 
body stays together ГЇЇ be racing. I 
think everybody knows when it's time 
to quit, everybody knows when they 
can't do it anymore. I think I'll know 
when it's time for me to quit. It may be 
next year, it may be ten years. I feel 
like I can do it for ten more. 


When it is over, what are your 
plans? 

I'd like to stay around bikes if it's just 
working on them, tuning, telling 
people what they're doing wrong or 
right. I just love motorcycles! I love 
racing! I'll stay around them as long as 
I can. I don't have any definite plans; I 
tend to try to live one year right after 
the other. I haven't made any long 
term plans yet.

Half of your life. That's a long time to be 
devoted to anything, a long time to pursue a 
goal. For Mark Barnett, that's how long it 
took to realize his goal of being a National 


Champion. He started at ten 
and made it by 20 with no frills 
and no cheap thrills along the 
way. Just him, his dad, and a 
van, covering countless miles of 
pavement, first in Illinois and then on 
to the Nationals when Mark was 16 
and garnered his pro license. 

The fashionably race garbed and 
fast Barnett of today doesn’t reflect the 
past. In the. beginning there were last 
place rides and all night drives so his 
father «ouid be back. to work on 


Monday, and financial problems so 
familiar to privateers. 

Persistence paid off. Suzuki Race 
Team Manager Mark Blackwell put 
Barnett on a factory bike in 1977, and 
also put him on a rigorous training 
schedule that was the key to putting 
Mark on top of the 125 Nationals this 
year. Though Barnett was now 
strapping himself into an airplane seat 
instead of his father's van and taking 
home a hefty factory salary, his 
attitude and lifestyle didn’t change. 
Train and win, put non-essentials 








aside. 

The future looks good for Barnett. 
He's an odds-on favorite for a second 
125 title next season. He's feeling good 
about motocross in general and may 
go to Europe next year to match 
the best in the world. But for Barnett, 
winning isn't the final goal. Being able 
to retire at a fairly early age and enjoy 
life as it comes is. Mark made one 
point perfectly clear: If the money 
goes out of MX so will he. Racing is 
great, winning is better, and getting 
the proper reward is the best. 

Right now the good life for Barnett 
is living with his grandma on a farm in 
Alabama. He builds his own tracks, 
rides most of the day, and yet finds 
time to tend to 25 cows. 

The night before the final Trans- 
USA round at Atlanta Barnett and 
mechanic/friend Jeff Clark came to 
visit us and do this feature. Things 
went differently than expected; we 
had a good time talking about racing, 
with few of the formalities of the usual 
factory rider interview. Barnett is one 
of the exceptions to the factory rider 
image and hype of recent years. No 
games, no double talk, no arrogance. 
Just Mark Barnett, the straight talkin’ 
new 125cc National Champion. 








“1 wanted to see if I wanted to race,” 
said Barnett of his first throughts of 
trying some MX competition. “It 
sounded sort of dangerous. We rode in 
the fields and raced around the 
house.” Barnett started his career on a 
100cc bike after a friend who raced 
took him to give it a try. His first 
results were less than encouraging. “I 
was coming in last place every time. I 
thought I was fast, but I was in last.” 


A while later Mark got into mini 
racing. A scaled down machine was 
the answer and he started winning 
regularly. Then, as now, his father was 
there to offer encouragement, but 
never push ог belittle Mark's 
efforts. “I like to have my dad around 
when I race. He really helps me to 
relax. He's like my manager. He'd 
never yell at me. I could tell by his look 
how I did,” Mark’s dad is a pipe fitter, 
and was used to driving long hours on 
Sunday nights. “It took him a lot of 
coffee and cigarettes along the way.” 


Times weren't easy at first. Barnett 
recalled one of his first Nationals in 
Texas where the closest he could get to 
a shower was having someone at the 
track pour a cardboard box full of 
water over him before jumping in the 
van to head for Chicago. All that 
counted was being at the races. 
Getting there or going home didn't 
really matter. 

When Mark's career was in its 
infancy there was for a time a conflict 
of interests: Motocross versus hockey. 
Barnett was good at the ice sport and let 
it take up most of his time with the 
exception of summer, when he raced. 
After a few seasons motocross won out 
for two reasons--it's a one man sport, 
and you can climb to the top more 
quickly. "Hockey is a team game. 
Someone ends up screwing up and you 
end up losing. If I would have stuck 
with hockey Га still be playing with 
some farm team somewhere." 

By 1975 Barnett knew he wanted to 
be a factory rider. He ran the Amateur 
Nationals that year and came home 
the 125cc Champion. 

The following year Mark picked up 
his pro license and entered a few 
Nationals. One of his first races as a 
pro was Hangtown, with his mother 
chauffeuring him to the California 
site. 

Moto-Fox put Barnett on the 
Trans-AMA circuit in "77, and it was at 
the Unadilla round of that series that 
part of the battle was over. Mark 
Blackwell, racing manager of Team 
Suzuki set up a deal with Barnett for 
the following year. Everything looked 
right; Mark was on a Suzuki at the 
time and wanted to stay on one, and 
he liked Blackwell's attitude. Thanks 
to Blackwell, Barnett came to realize 
what a strong conditioning program 
could do for him. 

"Blackwell started me on training. 
At first I couldn't keep up with him 
when we ran, but I wouldn't give up. I 
worked my ass off, and then 1 did 
something with it. I can go harder, I 
can hang onto the bike longer,” 


What would it be like to train like 
Barnett? "When I was in Indiana a 
while ago we ran sand hills for three 
hours one day when it was 90 degrees. 
It always puts a load on your legs. You 
have to set a pace, because if you don't 
you'll die." 

Barnett intensified his training 
program when he met Leon Woleck, a 
friend who helped him reach his 
limits. "I finally knew how hard I 
could train when I met Leon." 

Granted, a factory ride and proper 
training made Barnett a threat on the 
National scene, but things were still 
far from easy. Physical setbacks took 
their toll then, and they are still taking 
their toll now. Barnett was looking 
strong in 1978 until he got to Atlanta 
International Raceway for the

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National round there. "I went off a 
jump, landed sideways, and broke my 
left shoulder. I wanted to get it fixed 
right, so I went out for a year and had 
two pins put in it to make it strong." 

1979 saw Mark again looking to be 
on his way to a National 125cc title, 
but again a crash stopped him. “1 
landed on my head after Hangtown 
and got a blood clot in my eye. I could 
see, but I saw a spot. If I would have 
crashed again I could have pulled the 
retina off the back of my eye and lost 
the eye. I missed the Phoenix National 
because of that. I would have been a 
lot closer (in the 125cc final standings) 
if 1 would have won that race." 
Barnett did claim the 125cc USGP win 
in Ohio that year, but he still fell short 
of Broc Glover in the 125cc National 
title chase and ended up second in the 
standings. 

Then came 1980, Barnett's golden 
year. He was stronger than ever, had a 
good attitude, and was constantly 
testing and changing his bikes with the 
aid of his new tuner, Jeff Clark. Doug 
Grant had been Barnett's tuner in 
previous years, and though Barnett 
and Clark were newly aquainted an 
instant compatibility surfaced. "We 
both work as hard as we can. It's a 110 
percent effort thing for both of us. 
Like at Washougal (Washington) we 
tested until eight o'clock Saturday 
night." 

Barnett landed a Supercross win in 
New Orleans in May, and then it all 
came down to the final round of the 
125cc series in St. Petersburg, Florida, 
on August 31. It was Glover by three 
points over Barnett. Barnett and 
Glover went 2-3 in moto one, leaving 
moto two the decider for the title. 
When it was over Barnett had almost 
lapped Glover and claimed the 125cc 
championship by nine points. Glover 
claimed a fading shock stopped his 
charge, but whatever the 
circumstances Barnett had finally 
overcome. Mark recollected the chain 
of events leading into the final round. 

"Our bikes (Suzukis) were as good 
(as Yamahas) the first part of the year, 
but the second half Yamaha had new 
bikes. The Floater (Suzuki's new single 
shock rear suspension released mid- 
year) was 18 pounds heavier than the 
twin shock bikes, and in the 125 class 
weight is criticial. 1 rode the twin 
shock bike in five races (including St. 
Pete) and the Floater in two races. The 
Floater was built too strong. It wasn't 
really tested. 

"I went into St. Pete thinking I had 
to win both motos; I needed good 
holeshots. Ward got out front in the 
first moto, but I knew I didn't have to 
beat him. I took second and saved 
energy; the smartest thing was to save 
energy. If Glover wanted to go wide 
open I would have gone wide open, 
too. I didn't get psyched out--1. got 
loose. If you beat the guy you want to 
beat you've taken the edge. 

"Sometimes I wished something 
would happen to Broc. Felt (Jim Felt, 


- Glover's -tuner “at the time) said his- 














(Glover's) shock never went out that 
day. When I saw I had a 71 second 
lead (in moto two) 1 was pumped. I 
didn't even have time to get sick.” 
Getting sick. That was one of 
Barnett's biggest foes in 1980. It 
started with simple stomach pains, 
maybe nervousness, Mark reasoned. 
They used to come before a race, and 
Barnett used willpower and 
concentration to mentally dissolve the 
pain. Then, in the final National 
rounds when pressure was the greatest, 
things started to worsen. The pain 
came back during the motos and 
stayed there, many times until Mark 
fell asleep at night. No, Barnett wasn’t 
being unhospitable when he avoided 
most everyone after his Trans-USA 
opener victory in Ohio. He merely 
needed to get away as quickly as 
possible to be alone with his problem. 
While in Los Angeles during the 
Trans-USA Series Mark visited a 


doctor and had a series of tests 
performed. The diagnosis was an 


ulcer, a price Barnett paid along the 
road to being the champ. 

Instead of being depressed 
concerning the results of the tests, 
Barnett regarded it as a relief and was 
glad that some medication could 
finally be prescribed. Though he 
crashed out of the Atlanta Trans-USA 
round, Mark said the pills given him 
did the trick. He went the entire day 
without any stomach problems. 

As Barnett’s success with racing 
increased, he felt it was time to make it 
easier on himself to race and train. He 
solved the problem by moving to his 
grandma's farm in Alabama. “At 
home (in Illinois) I got lazy. There's 


nowhere to ride, and the cops throw 


you off the land you do ride on. 

"In Alabama its cheaper and 
there's better riding. I'm more relaxed 
there and no one bothers me. It's like a 
training camp. My grandma cleans for 
me, and I ride and take her to town for 
things." 

When Mark says he rides, he means 
it. During the racing season he isn't 
satisfied unless he runs five gallons of 
gas a day through one bike or another. 
Barnett builds a new track with the 
farm's tractor whenever he gets tired 
of the previous one, and also does a 
bunch of woods riding on one of the 
PE Suzukis he owns. Ir. all, Mark now 
has eight production bikes on the 
farm. 

A typical day for Mark on the farm 
starts at 7 a.m. when he gets up and 
eats a hearty breakfast. Then it's into 
the shop to work on his bikes, with the 
assistance of some tunes from Lynyrd 
Skynyrd, ` Jimi Hendricks, ог 
whatever else Mark feels like starting 
the day with. 

After the bikes are ready to go 
Mark rides until noon. "Sometimes the 
track gets old, so I have little tracks in 
the woods, which gives you better 
skills. There you learn throttle control 
and clutching. You have to know 
both. 


"I get into woods riding. Last year I. -le - 








wanted to ride the Alabama Two-Day. 
I asked Mark (Blackwell) to send me a 
PE to run it, but it came a week late. I 
love hare scrambles, too. It’s like a 
wide open motocross." 

Mark eats lunch and then lets the 
food digest while listening to some 
more music on his 250 watt per 
channel stereo. Then it's back out to 
ride again. Barnett also keeps weights 
available in the house, so if he comes 
through for a drink or telephone call 
he can take a quick stop to run 
through a few reps. 

While some riders believe staying 
away from riding during the week is 
the key, Mark believes riding all the 
time is what put him on top. 
"Watanabe (125cc World GP 
contender) freaked out when I told 
him I ride every day." 

Barnett also allows time during the 
day to take care of 25 cows he recently 
purchased. Though his days are full 
and he enjoys being a low profile 
person, Mark doesn't know if he'll 
reside in Alabama forever. "I spend 
three quarters of the year in Alabama. 
I have some friends in a town nearby 
and we go out and get crazy once in a 
while. I don't know if I could stay here 
all my life." 

Barnett is feeling good about what's 
ahead for him. He's proven himself as 
a top National, Supercross, USGP and 
Trans-USA competitor and plans to 
take things in stride, hopefully 
complete a successful career, and then 
get out of the game. 

“There's no pressure at Suzuki. 
They know they're taking a chance 
when they hire you. I've always tried 
my hardest. Even now (as a National 
champ) there's no pressure. 


"You get respect from your 


teammates when you beat them. Then 
if you beat them too much they don’t 
like you. But that's my job, to beat 
everyone. Suzuki might have been a 
little shaky this year if I didn’t win the 
title, but I did. I consider myself one 
of the top five in the nation.. 





"I was approached by мо 
companies for the coming year, but I 
didn’t waste their time or mine. I'm 
already signed with Suzuki for next 
year. I’m not complaining. You hear 
stuff how the other factory guys are 
better off, but the grass is always 
greener on the other side.” 

Being a winner has its rewards in 
any activity, and Mark feels totally 
entitled to his share of the spoils. “I'm 
all for big buck contracts. We train 
harder than most football players, so 
why shouldn’t we make what they are? 
I race to win and then the money 
comes in; if I win the dollars take care 
of themselves. When contract time 
comes around, then I worry about 
dollars. 

"Europe doesn't excite me right 
now. The money and the market are 
here. If I ride fast here I can ride fast 
there. 

“Гуе just incorporated myself, and 
my mom takes care of the money. I 
also-hired an accountant to switch the 











money around. This year I only made 
$10,000, the rest was invested. The 
first year the government took half of 
the money I made--that's bullshit. I 
won't get burned again. Now I have 
write-offs with my cows and other 
investments. 

"Whatever happens, my goal is to 
be Number One. My first goal was to 
win a championship. Next year I want 
the 125 title again, and then I might 
move on to the 250s or 500s." 

The years to come are sketchy, but 
Mark doesn't see MX going away--at 
least with him still involved in it. "I 
haven't heard anything about Suzuki 
cutting back next year and Blackwell 
hasn't said a word. I feel we did so well 
last year that Suzuki's ready to go for it 
again, to put in the effort. 

"Next year you probably won't see 
as many ‘privateers at each race 
because of the cost of traveling, parts 
and other things. I don't really look on 
the privateers as competition. I look at 
who I have to beat each race. 

"A shop was giving me bikes and 
parts when I started. If you have that 
you can probably handle it. If a guy's 
paying everything he'll have a hard 
time, but if he is paying everything 
he's probably not that good anyway. 
That's the way it is; if he's good 
someone will want to help him. 

"I see all the hot guys that are 
winning now staying around for 
another four years, and then a bunch 
of the new young guys from California 
will be coming in. We won't all drop 
out at once, but one guy will drop out 
at a time and the younger guys will slip 
in. 

"What I see is when a guy makes his 
money he gets out. You get burned out 
racing for ten or 15 years, and when 
you make your money you've met your 
goal. 

"I'm not burned out yet. Some guy 
wants to set me up to ride two GPs 
next year, but I'll have to see what U.S. 
Suzuki says. I would like to go over and 
get a taste. Who knows, I might come 
back from there hating life." 

What happens if motocross does go 
back to the basics and the factories 
pull their support? "The factories 
would have to be a part of it for me to 
ride. Once the factories are gone I'm 
gone too. It would no longer be 
profitable. You'd be working against 
the salary you built up in the past 
years. Then there'd be no more 
development to put into production 
bikes. That's really why we're racing. 
That's our job. Without the factories 
there'll be no more motocross and the 
spectators will go away." 

Mark Barnett isn't ready to go away 
just yet. If something does get in his 
way he'll overcome it, at least until he 
feels it's time to move on to other 
matters. Projections into the far future 
are dim for Mark, but mostly it centers 
around living life the easy way. “I just 
hope I have enough money to kick 
back for the rest of my life. Who 
knows, maybe I'll just go and tend to 
my cows.” . 





TEN 
YEARS 
AGO 


Featured in the final 1970 issue of 
Cycle News was a prediction on the 
future of motorcycling and a look at a 
1985 bike.. The concept they came up 
with was a 800cc three-cylinder two- 
stroke running on alcohol, with torque 
converter and belt drive. Air/oil 
suspension, extensive use of titanium 
and streamlined body work also were 
included in the package. 


A review of the 1970 AMA Grand 
National Championship showed that a 
dozen riders scored wins on the 25-race 
season. New Champ Gene Romero 
posted two wins, both late in the 
season, while Jim Rice was the 
winningest rider with six. With 10 wins 
scored via road race, mile, half mile 
and TT competition, BSA was the 
winningest machine and  Harley- 
Davidson was the runner-up. Easily 
the Rookie of the Year was Dave 
Aldana. 


It was announced that Yvon 
DuHamel had signed with Kawasaki 
to ride the HIR road racer in AMA 
National road races. It was also 
speculated that if DuHamel was 
successful with the road racing effort, 
they might take the machine and 
make a dirt tracker out of it. 


Northern California riders trooped on 
down to southern California to 
compete with SoCal riders in an 
indoor short track event at the Long 
Beach Arena, and Jim Odom topped 
the main event. Joe Henry and Dave 
Hansen finished 2-3. 


J.N. Roberts (Hus) was the winner 
of the Jackrabbits M.C. Big Hare D-37 
hare ‘n’ hound, but runner-up Whitey 
Martino got very close to the points 
lead when leader Rich Thorwaldson 
DNF with a flat tire. Bill Friant 
finished third in the race, first 250cc. 


At the age of 37, Sammy Miller, the 
trials great from Northern Ireland, 
announced his retirement. Miller said, 
“I made up my mind at the Scottish 
Six Days in 1969. I knew then that I 
was not riding as well as I should, but 
the lack of serious opposition 
pursuaded me to continue.” 


John McGillivray took both Heavy- 
weight Production and Open GP wins 
on his BSA at an ACA road race at 
Carlsbad Raceway. Pat Evans was the 
200cc GP winner. 


The Jones brothers, Gary and 
DeWayne, struck at a “Moto-Xmas” 
at Oak Creek Park near Mojave, CA, 
with Gary taking the 250cc Senior win 
and DeWayne doing the deed in the 
125cc Senior ranks. 


The 1970 National Motocross Champ 
as far as the AMA was concerned in 
1970, was a 22-year-old bachelor and 
mechanical engineering ^ student 
named Dick Burleson. Burleson 
averaged $70-$80 a week in prize 
money as he earned his title on the 
Trans-AMA circuit. In an interview 
Burleson said, “I knew that the point 
standings were geared to consistency, 
so I knew that I would be right in there 
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AMA/Winston Pro Grand National

America’s slideways 


ambassador

They call me The Fox. But good looks don't count when you put on a full face 
helmet, throw a leg over an alcohol burning 500cc speedway bike and face the 


world’s best riders, week after week. 


And that's what Bruce Penhall does. As team captain of Cradley Heath in the 
British League, Penhall forsakes the sun and surf of his Balboa, CA, home to race 
several times a week in England and on the Continent. 

And Penhall does it well. In only three years of international competition, he's 
captured the '79 World Masters Championship, helped the United States team to 
second in the '80 World Team Cup, placed a disappointing-for-him fifth in the '80 
World Finals, and then returned home and captured the U.S. National Champion- 
ship with a flawless sertes of five rides on the tiny Orange County Fairgrounds track. 

We talked to Bruce shortly after the U.S. Nationals. He was planning on return- 
ing to England to wrap up his season there, then return to the U.S. for The Super- 
bikers and the Ascot long track races. From there he planned to enter the hospital 
for surgery to mend a should problem incurred in a trail riding accident тп Baja. 
Then it would be a short vacation and back to the races. 


What's your reaction to winning the 
Nationals? 

It's fantastic because I just came off a 
big, disappointing World Finals ap- 
pearance and I was really bummed out 
about that. I'd been working for about 
six years, before I went to England, to 
become the National champion and 
never did it. So I decided to go back, 
then go for the World Championship. 
Now just to come back, having only 
raced Costa Mesa once this whole sea- 
son, go back and win it, I was pretty 
jazzed about that. 





I feel a little bit concerned because I 
want to be a good National champion, 
but I'm going back to England. I hope 
it doesn't affect the sport to be taking 
number one back to England because 
I hope I can do something for the sport 
over here. I will be coming back to the 
States about five or six times. If Alan 
Christian was to win he'd be here and 
he could represent the U.S. as number 
one; I feel a little bit concerned about 
that, but I'm going to do the best I can 
to be a good National champion for 
speedway in the States; all over the 











world really. It's very important to be 
a good champion, public relations and 
all that. 

Going back to the races, one question, 
in your second heat with Christian, 
did you feel that was going to be 
make or break the night? 

I felt after my first heat when I beat 
Scott (Autrey) and the bike was work- 
ing very well, pulling very well to the 
first corner, after that first heat I had 
quite a bit of pressure on me. 

I was probably more nervous on the 
Nationals night than on the World 
Final's night because I figured I had 
gotten to the World Final, I was happy 
to be there and I knew I could lose, 
but I was going out to win. The odds 
on the first World Cup appearance are 
very slim to win it, nobody's ever done 
it, but that didn't work against me at 
all. I went out there and I was going 
for the win and I just didn't have that 
much pressure on me like them old 
boys. 

I just really keyed up for that second 
race with Alan and 1 thought this 
might just be it and after I beat him, 
well he had dropped a point, so my 
third heat was the make or break. I 
had Dubb Ferrell, who hadn't 
dropped a point, Dave Sims hadn't 
dropped a point, and Brad Oxley was 
on the inside and he can upset it. I was 
on the outside of all three of those 
guys, so I definitely had to get a good 
start and go. After that heat was 
finished I was pretty confident because 
that was my hardest heat after Alan, I 
had two pretty easy heats left and I 
had pretty good gate draws. I guess 
you could say that my third heat was 
my main race. I hadn't dropped any 
points at all and I really drove myself 
through. 

'The World Final must be something 
with that big crowd. 

There's over 100,000 people there and 
it’s pretty electric. At Costa Mesa it's 
probably the same because it's such a 
small stadium, where the World Finals 
track is so big. It's just about the same, 
I'd say Costa Mesa is even a little more 
electrified because it's so small and so 
packed. There's so many people there, 
and theyve had a few beers and 
they're getting crazy. I think this year 
they were even a lot more keyed up be- 
cause there was going to be a new 
champion. They were thinking of a 
new champion, they were seeing a few 
different riders, Scott and myself, and 
we'd hardly been there all season. I 
think they wanted to match us against 
their guys — there's sort of a little 
rivalry thing this year — and we did all 
right, we handled it very well. 

Scotty had a little trouble with his 
bike, and I think he came in fourth. I 
felt a little bit sorry for him because 
he's worked so hard for the States, he's 
paved the way for all of us Americans 
over there, and he's put in his time. I 
was really happy to see him come back 
to the Nationals here, he tried really 
hard, his bike just let him down more 
than anything. I know he can win. 

It was my morning. When I woke up 
it was just like that — I was National 
champion. Like the World Final when 
you wake up in the morning you're the 
World Champion or you're not going 
to.be. There's five to séven different 
guys that can win /on the night, 
whoever has it on that night is going to 
win, and I didn't on the World Final 
night. I just happened to have it to- 
gether on the National night. It could 
have been just the opposite. I could 
have come sixth or seventh the 
National night, Oxley or DeTemple 
could have won it, there's about six or 
seven guys that can do it. 

About how many times do you race a 
year? 

Usually at the end of the season I have 
about at least 175 meetings. It's an 
average of five a week and that's not 
counting me going to Germany, Den- 





mark or Poland every weekend 


because I race in the long track. That’s 
a grind, I've got to race my home track 
on Saturday night and I go home, I 
wake up at four in the morning and 
catch a plane, I make three connections, 
sometimes four, and get there just in 
time for the first race in the long track 
on Sunday. Then I race Sunday and 
then I get back in the car, go back to 
the airport and leave and have to race 
back in England on Monday. 

In England alone I travel about 
1000 miles a week easy by car, that's 
not counting my air time. Up to now, 
since last December, I think I have at 
least 400 hours in the air — you know 
how many days that is? I mean that's 
up and down, back and forth; it works 
on you, it's hard on you. You have to 
be in good shape, you have to be or- 
ganized and everything has to be right. 

To be successful in speedway you 
have to have a combination of things 
together, your travel arrangements, 
your business manager, your mechanics. 
I've got four mechanics and 12 bikes 
scattered all over the country. Half the 
time 1 don't know which one I'm 
getting on, so they've all got to be the 
same. Most of the time I don't know 
whether I'm coming or going. 

How do you keep up? 

Just trying to become the World Cham- 
pion; that's everything to me. I never 
used to think about that much when I 
first started racing in the States, then I 
just became more and more involved 
with it and then when I moved to Eng- 
land, I saw how much more professional 
it was over there and how great it 
really is. It's just a good feeling to go 
over there and race with all those top 
speedway riders in the world, just try- 
ing to climb the ladder slowly but 
surely. It’s really satisfying to me. 
Finally I made it to my first World 
Final and my goal is to win the World 
Final. I'm just going to keep on riding 
and racing until I do it. 

It might be another six years, but 
like I said, I'll wake up in the morning 
some morning and I'll be the World 
Champion. I'll have to go out there 
and put five races together but I mean 
when you wake up, you're the World 
Champion. 

Looking towards next year’s World 
Final, has the AMA set up the quali- 
fying procedure yet? 

I think we'll probably get another 
rider this year, I think we'll have three. 
I think that’s really a bad system. It 
has nothing to do with the AMA, the 
FIM only gives us three spots. In Ameri- 
can speedway there's Bobby Schwartz, 
Dennis Sigalos, Ronnie Preston, 
Shawn Moran, Kelly Moran, Scott 
Autrey, Steve Gresham, not counting 
Christian, and all the riders over here. 
We can only take three American rid- 
ers, into the Intercontinental Final. 
That's not fair at all — we deserve at 
least five riders. 

That qualifying round last year was 
the hardest race Гуе had to race in, 
because the top two win and were 
going for a World Championship quali- 
fying round. If I was to get third place 
there, Га be going back to a whole 
season long, like I did the year before, 
not looking forward to a World Cham- 
pionship because I'd be out already. 
That demoralizes you right from the 
start of the season, it's really a poor 
system. 

I think they're really being generous 
and giving us one more, but jeez I 
could lose that one and be out of the 
World Championship again. Like I 
said, there's at least six or seven Ameri- 
cans who can do it. Bobby Schwartz is 

flying over in England right now, he's 
doing great, Dennis Sigalos, Autrey, 
those guys are really hard to beat. I 
just wish we could change the system 
but I don't think its going to be 
changed for quite awhile yet. I think 
we've never had a team really in the 








U.S., up until the last three years, and 
now we've got a really strong team to- 
gether. They're starting to look up to 
the Americans and they're going to 
start giving us more people in our 
rounds and in the very near future 
we're going to see a lot of World Cham- 
pionship rounds, Best Pairs and Team 
Cup over here in the States. And I 
think that's going to help quite a bit. 


We've heard the 1982 World Finals 
going to be at the L.A. Coliseum. 
That's all go now, but they've got to 
hold one FIM event on that track 
before they can run a World Final, it 
has to be approved by the FIM. I think 
they'll put together a little world cham- 
pionship series with the Europeans 
over here, they'll get to try the track 
out. I think we deserve a World Final 
here; I think a lot of other countries 
deserve a World Final. I don't think it 
should be basically done in three coun- 
tries which it has been. We want this 
sport to expand, to grow and a lot of 
the people in England want to boycott 
it because they've heard how unor- 
ganized we have been in the past as far 
as the championship round goes, and 
a few other odds and ends, but we're 
really getting our organization down 
pat. I think everybody's putting it to- 
gether and within the next two years I 
think you're going to see speedway 
really develop and really grow. 

I think it has a lot to do with us 
being in England, and getting a lot of 
TV with CBS has been fantastic to us. 
I think the American team with its de- 
termination has really lifted a lot of 
eyebrows and a lot of new people that 
haven't even been involved with speed- 
way are seeing it on TV. Since I've 
come home these last couple weeks 
people have come up to me and said, 
"Hey we've seen you on TV. You guys 
are really good, you should keep it up 
and go for it, I hope you win next 
year," and stuff. 

It's just blown me away because I 
really didn't think that it was going to 
expand that much in that short of 
time, but with the TV it's just really 
boosted us and really helped us out a 
lot. Next year we're going to get twice 
as many spots on TV, because of 
America bemg the underdogs in speed- 
way now and to put it on all those old 
guys really lifted a lot of eyebrows. 
Talked to many other Americans 
riders who will be going over there 
next year for the first time? 

Yes, I took Lance over with me this 
year, he was over there for about two 
or three weeks, but he has to be 18 
before he can get the FIM license you 
need to ride in England. I think he will 
be 18 for the start of the season next 
year, or it might be like in April when 


he's 18. So I'm going to take him back. 


on our team this year, I feel he's really 
going to be an asset to our team, he's 
a really intelligent rider. The guy's 
17, but he's got the experience of a 23- 
year-old. He's really clever, he uses his 
head. I haven't seen it in speedway for a 
long time. A lot of those new riders are 
a little bit over their heads, like I used 
to be. Everybody goes through that 
stage, but. Lance has ridden under 
Mike Bast, who has done something 
for the kid. Mike's a fantastic rider 
and I can see a lot of Mike in Lance. 
He's really clever, he's got a lot of 
finesse and he's going to go a long way 
in speedway. 

Any other new riders the promoters 
looking at? 

There's stacks of them. АП the pro- 
moters in England are looking for 
Americans because they're seeing 
people like Dennis Sigalos, Bobby 
Schartz, Shawn Moran and Kelly 
Moran just go over there and try and 
try and try. Maybe they haven't had 
such a good season but they're always 
trying and that’s what the promoters 
want. They want to see riders that put 
in 110% all the time, and they're

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seeing that with the Americans. 
They've put that in the press over 
there, that we've been a big asset to the 
sport in British League and we've 
helped the sport out a lot. I'm really 
proud of that, Um proud to be an 
American. 

I think it's just the way we've been 
brought up in the States. The small 
track has taught the Americans to be 
what they are, because the tracks are 
so narrow and so small. In handicap 
racing you have five laps and you have 
to start off from the back marker. It 
takes a lot of hair and determination 
and if you don't get through those guys 
you're not going to make any money. 
In England, they have scratch races, 
they've never heard of a handicap race 
and I think that handicap racing on 
the small tracks have made us what we 
are in the U.S. They just can't believe 
what we are. All of the sudden they see 
some riders who are coming up from 
the back. There's probably a handful 
of English or foreign riders who can do 


‘that in the British League, and every 


single American can do it. Every single 
one of и$ сап come from the back. I 
think they really like that. 

What was your reaction to the Mike 
Bast retirement? 

Well it didn't take me by surprise 
cause I know how Mike has been upset 
with the way things have been going 
for him. I feel sorry for the guy 
because I feel like Mike Bast is the 
short track king їп American 
speedway, undefeated up until the day 
be retired. I've got a lot of respect for 
the guy. 

Mike took me under his wing when 
we had the team races in theStates, I 
rode under him and he taught me 
everything. I know he wasn't that well 
liked — maybe Mike did bring some of 
that on himself — but he still was the 
National champion, he still was unde- 
feated. I don't like to see any rider get 
treated bad, but it didn't really take 
me by surprise because I knew how 
unhappy he was for a long time. 

In an interview Bast said the politics 
in southern California speedway 
drove you to Europe. 

I have to disagree with that. Things 
were a lot different then than they are 
now. What drove me to England was 
two riders: 
Whiley. I was fed up with the way 
things were going with my career. I 
felt like I had climbed a ladder and 
the only thing I was missing was the 
National championship. I took fourth, 
third, second and that was the last 
time I rode in it. I never had won it. 
Mike Bast was still the champion, so 
after that I figured that I had climbed 
a certain ladder and I wasn't climbing 
the ladder anymore. I wanted to 
expand my career, I felt like I'd put a 
lot of time and a lot of money in and a 
lot of headaches into it. I though I 
should try something else. 

Peter Collins and W. Whiley and 


Ivan Mauger and Barry Briggs, those / 
people convinced me to try it and If 
thought, “OK what do I have to lose?" 
Im pretty young still and I love: 
speedway, I love racing the bikes, Г 


wouldn't be doing it if I didn't like it. I 
just set up a deal for myself where I 
knew that I wouldn't be struggling, I 
knew I wasn't going to go over there 
and have to worry about if I was going 
to be able to make it to the race track 
because my car's going to break down. 
It's a hard life over there and you don't 
make a lot of money the first couple of 
years. I wanted to make sure that 
everything was going to be right for me 
and I wasn't going to have to worry 
about a thing but getting on the 
motorcycle and going out there and 
winning races, that was the most 
important thing to me. I wanted to 
make sure that I was going to be 
comfortable over there so I set up a 
deal with a promoter, the track that I

still ride for, Cradley Heath. That 
promoter took a risk because before I 
went over, there was only Scott 
Autrey, Steve Gresham and Mike 
Curoso over there and they thought 
we really hadn't established ourselves 
totally yet. He took a risk by taking me 
over there, everything worked out 
pretty good for him and myself and 
we're both happy now. 

Do you stay in touch with the other 
Americans in British speedway? 
Yeah, we're really a tight group now. 
We've formed our organization, 
International American ` Riders 
Association. Once a month all the 
riders get together and have lunch and 
just discuss what's been going on. 
Bobby Schwartz lives with me in my 
house now, and Kelly Moran lives 
about five miles away, Dennis Sigalos 
lives pretty close. We're always racing 
against each other and we'll go back to 
each other's house and spend the night 
over there or they'll come back to my 
house, because the tracks are so far 
away. 

But the Americans over there we're 
just like a tight little family. Scotty is 
our world team captain and he's done 
a really great job, he's been through 
the ropes, he's had a lot of headaches 
and he's put up with a lot and I think 
he deserves a lot more than what he's 
gotten out of it. He's done a lot for our 
team this year. All of us riders like to 
go up to somebody who's got 
experience and who we can turn to for 
advice. I'm still really new at the sport 
too. I've got about seven or eight years 
of experience, but that's nothing 
compared to a lot of guys. I'm still 
learning every time I throw my leg 
over the bike. It's nice to go up to 
Scotty and ask him about stuff that I 
have trouble with. He's always there to 
help you out, it doesn't matter what or 
when it is, except for during the world 
individual championships, then every 
man is for himself. It's good to have 
someone to look up to like Scott. I just 
wish a lot of people in the States would 
realize that — everybody has sort of 
forgotten about Scott Autrey because 
he's been away for such a long time, 
but he sure has done us a lot of good 
deals. 


When you are over there do you feel 
an obligation to be an American 
ambassador? 
It's really important. I feel like 
America's so big and the speedway's so 
small, we're always trying to develop 
it. Not just myself, it's the rest of the 
riders, we want to try and expand 
American speedway. It's not a front or 
anything, it's the way we've been 
brought up in the States. We're 
Americans and I think we're different 
from a lot of other countries as far as 
personalities go. We're professional 
racers and we have a good time at the 
same time, I think that's important. 
We're always carrying a heavy thing 
uş/ being Americans and all the 
mtries think America’s рог

Last week the State 
filed an injunction in Los Angeles. 
Arguments will be heard in Federal 
Court in Los Angeles this week. AMA, 
CORVA, NOC and others are parti- 
cipating in the case as friends of the 
State's case. 

For a while it appeared as though 
the Reagan Transition Team was 
going to be able to persuade the Carter 
Administration to defer action on this 
decision until the new administration 
took over. Secretary of Interior Andrus 
was adamant on this matter, however, 
and it quickly became apparent that 
the only way to stop them was to take it 
to court. : 

In other Desert Plan developments, 
it appears that the radical environ- 
mentalists are still not satisfied with 
the wilderness they will get out of the 
proposed plan. One of the BLM 
staffers, Kristen Berry, sent an 18 page 
letter to the President's Council on 
Environmental Quality complaining 
that the bugs, bunnies and turtles are 
still going to be threatened by the 
presence of people on the desert. 
Apparently even the present manage- 
ment of BLM is somewhat upset with 
Ms. Berry at this point. We hope that 
the new administration will cull 
through the correspondence files of 
BLM when they take over, and use 
that information to place the radicals 
in some obscure posts. 

One of our researchers for this 
column has come up with this interesting 
quotation from the minutes of a recent 
Park and Recreation Commission 
hearing: "Chairwoman Berk requested 
a staff presentation of the discussion 
and consideration of a resolution 
approving the use of the 1976 Bond 
Act funds for development of the 
Woodland Opera House. Deputy 
Director Johannsen reported that this 
involves 1976 Bond funding which had 
originally been scheduled at Pismo 
Dunes Vehicular Recreation Area. ‘As 
you know it is more appropriate to 
spend. Off Highway Vehicle Fund 
monies for a vehicular recreation

The 1980 odyssey of Bernie Schreiber and his Green Clean Machine

As 1980 began, Bernie Schreiber, America’s 
first and only gnarly-terrain World Champion, 
was Clearly recognized as the best observed trials 
rider in the world. His exploits in 1980 only 
served to reinforce that evaluation. 


Despite swapping brands in 
mid-season, from a proven win- 
ner to a totally untested proto- 
type, he managed to post a 
record-setting six wins in twelve starts, 
including the last four in a row. 
Schreiber's six wins came in the final 
nine trials, after his usual slow-start. 
And in two of those three finishes 
below the top spot, he was handicapped 
by machine problems. 


So it was a year of brilliant perfor- 
mances but...it wasn’t quite enough. 


The world’s-best-rider didn’t win the 
World Championship. 

Ulf Karlson, winner of one trial, 
took the title. The Swede did it with 
consistency, scoring six runnerup 
placings to go with his sole victory. 

On the record Bernie lost the 
championship by 10 points. But what 
it really came down to was two 
minutes. The two minutes by which 
Karlson slipped under the wire 
in Switzerland, just missing a time dis- 
qualification that would have cost him 
12 second-place points. 





As the series began, no one could 
have suspected that the factory that 
had won the last seven world (or 
European) championships would soon 
be riderless and that Schreiber would 
be aboard a totally untested machine 
made in Italy by a minicycle manu- 
facturer. Yet that’s exactly what 
happened. 

By May, the financial problems re- 
lated to the strike at Bultaco had re- 
duced the five-man team to just a 
single rider: Schreiber. Other manu- 
facturers wooed him, but Bernie 
didn’t want to swap bikes in mid-stream 
with his title at stake. 

Bernie, who had switched his Euro- 
pean base from England to Italy in 
April, knew that Italjet had talked to 
Bultaco about buying them out. Then 
Italjet came to an agreement with 
Manuel Soler, a four-time Spanish 
champion and grand nephew of F.X. 
Bulto, to do development work on their 
own trials prototype. 

Still, as the Scottish Six. Days ap- 
proached, Bernie had had no direct 





contact with the Italjet company which, 
ironically, first opened its doors the 
same month that Schreiber was born, 
in January of 1959. 


After the Six Days, Schreiber phoned 
Bultaco competition chief Oriol Bulto 
to learn if he could get a fresh bike. He 
hoped to get one from the Italian im- 
porter, Leo Tartarini. At that time, 
Bernie did not know that Tartarini 
was also the owner of this Italjet com- 
pany he had been hearing about. He 
phoned Tartarini about getting a 
Sherpa and found himself invited to 
come to Bologna to talk. “I told him I 
didn't want to go to Bologna, I just 
wanted to get a bike from one of his 
dealers." 


But Bernie did go and Tartarini 
asked him what he would want to join 
Italjet. An offer was made, without 
Bernie seeing the bike. Schreiber said 
he'd consider it and headed for 
Austria. 


Back in Bologna after the trial, he 
got his first glimpse of the crude, half- 





Italjet-half- Bultaco prototype. “I look- 
ed at it, and it really didn't impress 
me. 

He rode the bike, comparing it to a 
Bultaco and concluded that it wasn't 
that bad a bike. He felt with Manuel 
Soler doing most of the development 
work, as he did for Bultaco, that it 
could become quite good. And with 
the Bulto and Soler families out of the 
picture at Bultaco, he no longer felt 
tied to the marque he had ridden for 
10 years. He signed with Italjet and 
headed for France for his final ride on a 
Bultaco. He won the trial while Soler, 
also making his last appearance on a 
Bultaco, finished second. Bernie re- 
turned to Bologna. 

Two days later, Soler, apparently 
homesick, accepted an offer from 
Montesa to return to Spain. 

Soler's departure strained Schreiber's 
confidence. "Here I thought we had a 
team, and suddenly I was a loner. I 
was the only one who could say 
whether the bike was good or bad, and 
I had never done that type of intensive 
development work for Bultaco. 
Manuel had that kind of experience." 

For the next three weeks Bernie and 
the super-enthusiastic factory person- 
nel ran wide open. Bernie kept com- 
paring the prototype to a Bultaco, 
measuring the progress. "Eventually I 
started getting more traction than I 
was with the Bultaco. But before we 
could get the engine in the right place, 
Switzerland was there. There I was, 
trying to ride a bike I wasn't really sure 
of.” > 

A “Hollywood” debut wasn't in the 
cards for Italjet. Slowed by the loss of 
the top three gears in his prototype 
transmission, Bernie timed out. He re- 
turned to Bologna to find a downcast 
factory. “At that point 1 didn't know if 
I had made the right decision or not. I 
was way off mentally. I had found out 
that you can't really test something in 
practice. You have to take it out to the 
competition to test it properly." They 
lightened the flywheel, laid the shocks 
down some more, lowered the rear end 
some, and headed for West Germany. 


"The bike was excellent in Germany. 
Then, all of a sudden, boom. The ig- 
nition went out." More than two hours 
later Bernie was running again, so 
down on time he had to footrace 
through the sections just to see where 
they went. He rode the final two loops 
without ever getting off his bike, 
missing exclusion by five minutes. 

Then, more gloom. Immediately 
after the trial he loaded up and drove 
to Donnington Park in England for the 
nationally-televised Kickstart stadium 
trial. Bernie, who had lost just two 
stadium trials in two years, unloaded 
his bike, rode up a ladder, crashed, 
kayo'd his bike, loaded up, and drove 
back to Italy. 

The following weekend found him 
at a big two-day trial in Italy. He was 
fifth the first day. His ride convinced 
him that the flywheel weight was still 
too heavy. That evening the flywheel 
was substantially lightened. 

“The next day was like being on a 
different motorcycle. I was getting 
acceleration going up things I could 
barely get up the day before." Bernie 
rode so well on Sunday that he was 
able to take the overall win. 

The following weekend he gave Ital- 
jet their first world win, on home 
ground. It looked like the teething 
problems were over. 

Returning from a month's R & R 
back home, Bernie won the last three 
championship trials. His title was 
gone, but his late season performance 
delivered a message. Few doubted that 
Schreiber and his Italjet would be the 
combination to beat in 1981. 

Crystal balling it, Bernie says, “1 
think Italjet will win more champion- 
ships than any other brand next year. 
We hope to win the Italian, American,

Spanish, French and world titles. We're 
talking to Toni Gorgot to ride Spain 
and to the new French champion, 
Gilles Burgat. Nigel Birkett may sign 
for England. We have Baldini in Italy. 
I hope to ride the U.S. rounds next 
year, if the schedule permits, otherwise 
I'll ride the Italian nationals. We've 
just signed Scott Head to ride here 
next year. And Vesterinen may sign, 
too. I hope he does sign. If it wasn't for 
him, I wouldn't be where I am right 
now." 

Eyeballing the Italjet 

Three Italjet trialers (pronounced 
Eetal-jet over in Ee-talia) are slated for 
production. A 100, 250, and 350. 
They'll begin rolling off the assembly 
line in December. Units should reach 
the U.S. by April. The bikes will be 
imported by Italjet USA, headed by 
Keith Mullins. 

Engine displacement for the 350 is 
330ccs. Production units will feature 
primary kickstarting. Bernie's proto- 
type is a snick-it-in-neutral starter. 
Carburetion is handled by a 28mm 
Bing. The factory is testing a Dell'Orto 
mixer that may appear on the 
production bike. Bernie's bike carries 
10/48 drive gearing, but internal 
changes in the final engine will allow 
dropping the rear tooth count to 43. 
The production engine won't have 
separate primary and transmission oil 
compartments. Instead, a single oil 
filler for 20/50 oil will be located on 
the right side of the engine. The 
primary is gear driven. 

The transmission has six speeds. 
First and second are like a Bultaco 
while third is taller, more like a 
Montesa. Fourth is lower than a 
Bultaco's. Bernie felt a higher third 
gear offered more of an advantage for 
slippery sections. 

The initial engine prototype had 
very heavy flywheels. The finalized fly- 
wheel weight is slightly heavier than a 
Bultaco. 

The exhaust pipe is similar to a 
Sherpa's. Dual spouts on the end of th 
silencer box direct the exhaust down 
away from the face of the rider waiting 
in line behind the bike. Dual tabs 
provide for sturdy mounting. 

Schreiber's drag-and-dump clutch- 
style was provided for during develop- 
ment. Cork and metal plates are 
alternated in the clutch. The pull is 
quite easy to facilitate those feet-up 
pauses in the sections. 

Geometry virtually identical to a 
Bultaco was used as a jumping off 
point in the development of the proto- 
type frame. The geometry has 
acquired its own personality over the 
past months, but any Bultaco rider 
could easily adapt. 

The downtube on the production 
unit will be straight. On Bernie's pro- 
totype frame you'll notice it’s bent. 
That was done to accomodate the Ital- 
jet engine. This powerplant, lighter 
than a Sherpa motor, is a bit more 
front-heavy because of the cant of the 
cylinder. As a result, the engine was 
moved back in the frame to 
compensate. Then the downtube was 
bent in to avoid having to use longer 
mounting brackets. Engine mount 
rigidity was emphasized by the 
developers. The down tube is 
completely filled in for more strength. 
There is no rear frame loop behind the 
seat. Instead, brackets are used to 
secure the fender. 

The steering head angle is identical 
to a Bultaco. However the rear end of 
the bike is lower because of the mild 
laydown of the shocks. Bernie feels 
lowering the rear end gets more weight 
on the wheel for better traction. 

The top shock mount was moved an 
inch forward while the bottom shock 
mount was lowered slightly and moved 
back about an inch. Betor shocks, 
mounted in closer to the frame for 
more rigidity, are used. 








The swingarm is the same length as 
that found on a Sherpa, but the pivot 
point has been raised in the frame, 
again to lower the rear end. The 
wheelbase is about a half-inch shorter 
than a Sherpa. 

Dropping the rear end rakes out the 
fork angle slightly. This seems to slow 
the steering just enough so that the 
bike is а bit more forgiving. Bernie 
feels that the geometry combination 
he and the factory came up with 
enables the bike to stay straighter in 
rocks while also making rear wheel 
(floating turn) steering easier. 

Betor forks are used. A change is 
planned in the bottom triple clamp on 
the production bike. Also, the sliders 
will be longer to create more overlap 
and fork rigidity. And the Italjet name 
will appear in raised letters on the 
sliders, 

Bernie switched to Michelin tires for 
the last two world rounds. These new 
tires may be stock on the bike. They 
are a lower profile than either a Pirelli 
or Dunlop with a very soft, clinging 
tread compound and a stiffer sidewall 
compound. Bernie feels the tires grip 
rocks better while the stiffer, lower 
sidewalls reduce any mushy feeling 
experienced with low air pressure. He 
also feels that the low profile allows the 
tire to put down both a wider and 
longer contact patch. 

The rims are red label Akronts, 
Those who have never experienced 
brake - pedal - to - the - metal - and - the - 
bike’s-still-picking-up-speed оп a 
Sherpa will be delighted to hear that 
the Italjet has steel rather than chrome 
liners that seem to resist mud and 
water-induced fade much better. 

Access to the air box is found 
behind the left side panel. Allen fast- 
eners, flush against the panels, will be 
found on the production bike. The 
box breathes from the top. A Twin Air 
motocross foam filter is used. There's 
also a one-way squeeze-it-yourself 
drain plug. 

The chain is by Regina, with "gold" 
plates. A roller chain tensioner will be 
used in production. Another change 
for the production bike: The alloy skid 
plate will be widened to offer better 
case protection. 

Bernie used his own Answer 
Products replica bars, The production 
bars have not been finalized. The 
throttle is an Ideal, designed by 
Spanish rider Jaime Subira. It has to 
be the most compact spool throttle yet 
built. The grips are Maguras. The 
levers will be black, made Ьу 
Tomaselli. 

The gas tank is а tough 
polyurethane plastic that has just been 
approved by Germany. It’s the first 
plastic tank to be approved in that 
nation. Capacity is one-and-a-quarter 
gallons. The cap extends two inches 
down into the tank to assure a leak 
proof seal. 

The production seat will be similar 
to the one seen on the 50 model. 


The bikes will come with street legal 
(for Europe) headlight and taillight. A 
quick snap-on  competition-only 
lighting kit will be an option. Another 
option is a changeover shift lever and 
brake pedal kit. The bike will be 
delivered with left side shifting. 


The steering stops will be adjustable. 
For convenience, the same cable will 
fit both the clutch and front brake. 
Another convenience — the counter- 
shaft sprocket can be removed 
without having to pull the case. 


That's about it for the Schreiber 
Italjet. The color is green, one of Italy's 
national colors. Only it’s a lime 
green.Kawasaki's lime green has for 
years identified the Green Meanies. 
But now, for Italjet, with the 
Americanjet Schreiber on the pegs, it 
will also- signify the soon-to-be-seen 
Green Clean Machines. e

gain Wes Cooley, Jr. on the Yoshi- 
mura R&D/Suzuki GS 1000. 

His finishing results of three 
firsts, three seconds and one 


third would have been better, but all 
racers will have problems. At Daytona 
in March, crankshaft failure started 
the year with a DNF. That race was 
won by New Zealander Graeme Crosby 
on a similar Yoshimura GS1000 
starting from the second wave. 


At Elkhart Lake, WI, in June with a 
10 second lead over Freddie Spencer 
on the last lap, his gas tank ran dry. 
His lead was more remarkable when it 
is understood that be hit a bump on 
the track with his knee on about the 
third lap breaking his knee. The 
Pocono race in August saw piston fail- 
ure blamed on poor quality local 
gasoline. 

This story isn't about Wes, but 
about his winning bike. A bike that is 
capable of winning with more than 
one rider. A bike that more often than 
not, will be the fastest, most powerful 
Superbike at the race meet. At the 
AMA Superbike Production final held 
at Daytona in October, Wes' race 
speed average was 108.52 mph which 
compares favorably with this year's 
200 mile Formula One race average of 
107.55 mph recorded by the late 
Patrick Pons on his OW31 Yamaha. 


The main reason why this 
motorcycle is so incredibly fast is the 
powerplant. And I mean P-O-W-E-R! 
Awesome is the word. A turbocharged 
GS1000 Suzuki will have a top end 
rush which will leave your stomach 
tied in knots. This motor has similar 
top end, but with about twice the 
torque in the mid-range. Mid-range is 
what gets you out of a corner and 
down to the next. Mid-range is what 
launches you off the starting line. The 
engine pulls like a tractor — there 
simply is always lots of power available. 
The tachometer doesn't register until 
5,000 rpm, but there is certainly useable 
power. below that figure. There is no 
point in the powerband where the 
engine "comes alive." Just huge amounts 
of useable torque from below 5,000 
rpm to the shift point of 10,500 rpm. 


I like to wheelie. They're a lot of 
fun. This motorcycle does wheelies! 
Exiting turns six and seven-A at River- 
side, many times the front of the bike 
would launch into the air. This wasn't 
from anything I was doing, rather it 
was from all of that wonderful mid- 
range. 

The American Road Racing Associa- 
tion club held its final race of the year 
at Riverside Raceway on. December 7. 
It was there that I got to experience 
the thrill of riding the Championship 
winning machine. 

Unfortunately, the day was quite 
cold and everyone was ` having 
problems with ‘traction. On such a 
cold day, the tires and asphalt simply 
don’t get up to operating temperature. 
The evidence of this was the many 
riders complaining about sliding 
around and the many crashes. I had 
similar problems and in rather large 
doses. 

Гуе never had a rear tre slide in 
turns one and eight before. At least 
not like this. My speed approaching 
those turns was about 145-150 mph. 
My formative racing was dirt-track — 
TT and half-mile. I enjoy sliding and

drifting a bike. Instantaneous cross- 
ups at this speed are more scary than 
they are fun. But again, the main 
problem here was the coldness of the 
day greatly reducing traction. 


Another thing I became aware of: 
The faster you travel down a section of 
pavement, the more the bumps upset 
the bike. It might be that Riverside is 
becoming bumpier in its old age, but 
with the speed of this bike, I noticed 
bumps everywhere. The KYB suspen- 
sion is super-adjustable and there is no 
doubt їп my mind that with enough 
time the crew and I could have had the 
rear end under better control. 


Back to the engine. The cases have 
had any excess material cut away and 
then they are Kal Garded. The crank- 
shaft is basically stock, but the bearing 
cages are specially manufactured of 
silver. To accommodate the Kokusan 
Denki CDI, the left flywheel snout is 
shorter. After the crank is assembled, 
the crankpins are welded so that they 
can't move under the torque loadings. 


Yoshimura two-ring pressure cast 


pistons are used. Pressure casting gives | 


the highest strength-to-weight ratio. 
To get the maximum displacement al- 
lowed, special piston sizes are needed. 
70.9mm bore with a stock stroke of 
64.8mm gives 1,023cc. 

Fujio Yoshimura was reluctant to 
reveal what material the valves were 
manufactured from and would only 
say that it was special valve material. 
At 39mm, the intake valves are Imm 
oversize and the exhausts are 2mm 
larger than stock at 34mm. 

Like almost all of the engine com- 
ponents, Yosh manufactures their own 
valve springs. Both inner and outer 
springs are progressive wound and use 
valve spring retainers made of alumin- 
um. Valve adjustment is by a shim 
under bucket arrangement. Valve lift 
and timing specifications are: intake 
— 10.95mm maximum lift, opening 
at 30? before TDC and closing at 60 
after BDC; exhaust — 10.4mm max 
lift, opening 56? BBDC and closing 
26? ATDC. 

Cam chain is special Yoshimura 
"Gold," one link longer than stock. 
The extra length is needed because 
there is an added roller at the top of 


the head in between the cams. The 
automatic cam chain tensioner is 
modified to work as a manual tension- 
er. Porting is done by either Fujio or 
chief mechanic Suehiro Watanabe. 

The clutch hub and basket is basical- 
ly the same as was specially manufac- 
tured by Suzuki in Japan for 
Yoshimura two years ago, but the 
clutch plates are different. Friction 
material is a paper base using 10 
friction plates and nine steel driven 
plates. Clutch hub is steel instead of 
the stock aluminum. Transmission is 
Suzuki close-ratio as available through 
Yoshimura. 3 

Yoshimura doesn't waste their time 
with anything which isn't aimed at 
getting the bike around the racetrack 
as quickly as possible. There are no 
frills on the bike. Getting everything to 
work in harmony is their main goal. 
They could probably sacrifice some 
mid-range in the powerband to gain 
some top end, but there's no reason to. 
The bike is the quickest and the fastest 
there is. And more top end at the 
expense of mid-range would only 
make the bike more difficult to ride. 


OCF 
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To gain clearance between the drive 
chain and rear tire so that trimming of 
the tire is unnecessary, a special 
countershaft sprocket with a 10 milli- 
meter offset is used. It drives a chain 
which Yoshimura will be making avail- 
able for sale under the name of Yoshi- 
mura T-K. One interesting note is that 
the front of the engine is rubber 
mounted to lessen the vibration that 
gets through to the rider and to the 
rest of the chassis. 


“Nabe” is responsible for all of the 
chassis work including the extensive 
bracing of the swingarm. He braced 
up the frame at the point behind the 
engine and above the swingarm pivot. 
То accommodate the lay-down shocks, 
the rear sub-frame was modified and 
gusseted. KYB makes the shocks which 
are six-way adjustable aluminum- 
bodied models. There are five differ- 
ent selections of spring combinations 
plus four different positions for the 
spring preload snap-ring. The Yosh 
team is prepared to tailor the suspen- 
sion to suit the track and rider. Front 
forks are special order Suzuki manu- 
facture made originally for the 
Formula One bike. Tokyo Seat Co. 
manufactured the seat. The handle- 
bars will be marketed under the name 
of Yoshimura Superbike Bars. 

Suzuki RG500 components are used 
in many places on the bike, mostly in 
the brakes. АП the hydraulics, with the 
exception of the Wilquip braided steel 
lines, are RG500. Rear brake rotor is 
standard RG500 while the front rotors 
are RG500 full floating, but have 
radial slots added to carry away brake 
pad dust. 

Another unusual item is the hydraulic 
anti-dive mechanism. It can be adjusted 
fór amount of effect or blocked off 
completely. As I tested the bike, it was 
adjusted approximately halfway through 
its range. I was afraid that I wasn't 
going to like it, but on the track there 
were no negative effects that I could 
notice. There was a slight lag in respon- 
siveness to the front brake lever, but 
nothing to bother anyone. Upon appli- 
cation of the front brakes, there was 
simply little front end collapse. Con- 
sidering the power of the RG500 
brakes, with normal forks, the front 
end would dive noticeably under 
braking. 

It used to be that all of the big four- 
cylinder Superbikes carried 19-inch 
front wheels. There now seems to be a 
trend in the use of 18-inch fronts. Be- 
cause of new ideas in frame and sus- 
pension 'technology, 18-inch wheels 
can now be used without fear of the 
bike getting the “wobbles.” The effect 
of the 18-inch front wheel is that it 
steers quicker because of what it does 
to the trail and where it places its con- 
tact patch or “footprint.” Dymag 
wheels are used front and rear, sizes 
are WM4-18 front, WM8-18 rear. To 
these are mounted 3.25x18 and 
3.85x18 Goodyears. 


Carburetion is by the tried and true 
31mm Keihin CRs. Carb stack length is 
three inches and main jet size is usually 
125. The CDI is Kokusan Denki and 
fires ND W31EPt spark plugs. To gain 
cornering clearance, the left cover is 
narrowed and beveled. Nippon Denso 
also manufctures the oil cooler and the 
tachometer. 


With approximately twice the 
power-to-weight ratio of a stock 
GS1000, it's easy to see why the bike 
accelerates the way it does. But words 
alone are not enough to fully describe 
the experience. Try as I might, convey- 
ing the experience of coming off the 
track with my brain buzzing and my 
heart pounding is difficult at best. I 
could use superlatives all day long, but 
they're only words. Possibly this is one 
of those things where you'd just have to 
be there to know what I'm talking 
about. Awesome! е

Tuners are the unsung heroes of motorcycle racing. They are the men in the 
trenches who burn midnight oil seeking extra power or an edge in handling that 
will make the bike a winner. They work tn all forms of the sport from motocross and 


drag racing to road racing and dirt track. 


What we've endeavored to do ts grab a slice of life on tuning from eight of the 
best on the Winston Pro Series circuit. They represent three separate schools of 
tuning -- the factory tuner, the tuner who works to make a living from services he 
sells, and the privateer tuner. Bill Werner and Brent Thompson work for Harley- 
Davidson while Jerry Griffith is employed by Honda. Mert Lawwill, Shell Thuet, 
Harry Lillie and Storme Winter make their livelihood from racing and through 
race related services. The privateer in the ranks is Tex Peel. 

The format revolved loosely around five questions on why the eight are tuners, 
how they became involved, what traits they look for in a rider, pinpointing a high 
point in their careers and how each would like to be remembered in a history of dirt 


track racing. 


Mert Lawwill probably hit the bottom line in answer to a question about what 


motivates someone to become a tuner. He said, "Down deep we're all poor losers.’ 





Jerry Griffith began his tuning 
career, depending on how you look 
at it, back in the late 1960s, when he 
raced and did his own work on 
his bikes or in the mid-1970s when 
he worked with Kenny Roberts or 
in 1979 when Honda hired him to 
work with Jeff Haney on their dirt 
track program. Actually, the work 
with Roberts and his frame building 
business eventually led Griffith and 
Haney, who rode for Roberts at that 
time, to Honda. 

Griffith remembers starting out as a 
Novice along with Gene Romero and 
progresing through the ranks. 
However, in his first Expert race 
(1965) he broke a leg and decided to 
hang it up. "I didn't really have any 
support and in racing you've either got 
it (talent) or you don't. I had it on the 
little tracks, but I didn't have it on the 
half miles and miles. 

"Once 1 quit racing 1 worked in 
shops that did a dirt track trade, 
mostly sportsman racing, until I got 
involved with Kenny. We did a lot of 
things including the frame building 
business (where Griffith was shop 
foreman/manager). I learned a lot 
and 1 think in helping out Kenny with 
his Yamaha I worked harder than I 
ever have." 

Griffith doesn't pull any punches 





, 


about his reasons for working for 
Honda. “It's the money for one thing," 
says Griffith. "I also made a deal with 
Jeff (Haney) to help him until he got a 
ride. Then he got the offer from 
Honda and Honda made me a good 
deal so here I am. Sometimes I wonder 
why, because it's no small job to come 
up with a Harley beater from a 500cc 
engine. I have some friends in rodeo 
and it's the same for them. You get 
pounded every week, but you have to 
keep coming back. Working with 
Mickey (Fay) and Jeff has its ups and 
downs, but overall it's a lot of fun. 
We've got a big job to do to try and 
beat the Harleys. We all handle it 
pretty good because you know you're 
going to get your butt beat, yet you've 
got to keep trying. The potential is 
there. What I would like to have is'a 
new engine to work with." 

Anyone who saw Griffith's 500cc 
creation for the (spring) San Jose Mile 
utilizing the Honda CX four-stroke 
engine in a Harley-like configuration 
knows he has a lot of ideas lurking up 
his sleeve just waiting to take shape. 

"I think I learned more from 
working with Kenny than anything 
else. We would do so many changes on 
something we were working on that I 
got frustrated and began keeping 
notes myself to learn as much as I 
could. I don't like to say it, but I think 
Kenny hurt himself a lot. He's the best 
rider that ever lived, but he shouldn't 
have been involved in his race 
program the way he was. It was 
frustrating. We went to Ascot for the 
half mile and broke the track record 
and then he wanted to change 
everything. He was running dead last 
in his heat. I couldn't believe it, I 
worked so hard to build that bike. 
That's the way it goes sometimes. 

"I guess the best thing that's 
happened to me lately is Mickey (Fay) 
beating Kenny in the Houston (Short 
Track) National. I thought Roberts 
could run away with it and he just beat 
himself. Kenny won Terre Haute 
(1976) on a bike I built. I wasn't even 
there, but it was a good feeling. 

"I don't know how ГЇ be 
remembered. I hope it's because I did 
my best. You can't do more than 








that." 


Mert Lawwill spent 19 seasons racing 


in the AMA Grand National 
Championship Series, winning 15 
Nationals and collecting the 
championship in 1969. A student of 
the "no brakes" school of racing, 
Lawwill's flick-it-sideways style of 
riding suffered when the AMA allowed 
brakes to be used. He hung ир his 
leathers in 1976. Today, he has Mert 
Lawwill Racing Products which offers 
Harley-Davidson XR750 racing parts 
and frames plus Yamaha TT500 speed 
parts, а bicycle manufacturing 
business, and still has time to do 
development work for Yamaha under 
contract. Lawwill still looks like he did 
in On Any Sunday although there may 
be a few age lines around the eyes. 

Like many riders who started in the 
early 1960s, Lawwill found being your 
own tuner was the most economical 
way to race. "I guess the reason I got 
into tuning is that in order to have any 
money 1 had to be able to keep it all, 
the rider share and the mechanic 
share. In the beginning I did all my 
own work and as years went on I guess 
I was too stingy to give up half the 
purse to anybody, so I simply had to 
develop into a better tuner. It just 
carried over when I quit racing." 

Lawwill still resides in Tiburon, 
California, and in the same house he 
did when On Any Sunday was made. 
It's bigger now, to accomodate extra 
space for the business. He built some 
houses on speculation and sold them 
giving him a cushion to “support his 
habit.” 

Among those who have ridden and 
won on Lawwill-tuned machines are 
Mike Kidd, Garth Brow and Mark 
Brelsford. That's pretty good company 
to keep. 

"I think the one reason I like tuning, 
and I think it's the same with anybody, 
is the satisfaction of accomplishment 
that can be measured only by racing 
and winning. 

"There are two different ways to 
look at a rider," says Lawwill. “There 
is the rider who is going to win today 
or a rider that might not win, but who 














appears to have a good future. With 
that thought in mind, I'm working 
very closely with Jimmy Filice. We've 
tied up a little partnership which will 
keep us together for the next several 
years. I believe there's a great future 
for Jimmy and I'm very interested in 
helping him fulfill that promise. 

"I also at times look for a good test 
rider, somebody with good feedback. 
Whether he can win or not might be 
immaterial. If he works well with what 
you are developing at that time then 
he's the guy you want." 

Lawwill split his career into two 
segments -- racing and tuning -- for 
highlights. "The Columbus National 
(1972) had to be a highlight. I was 
riding for myself and simply won the 
race by mechanically figuring out the 
right things to do. I felt a big sense of 
accomplishment and it boosted my 
ego. I: was like a double victory. 

"It's been a hard transition for me, 
having someone else riding the bike. 
All I do now is see how it's handling 
and performing. I think Kenny's 
(Roberts) win in this year's Houston 
'TT was a real thrill because I felt at 
the time our equipment was superior 
to anything there. Of course, Kenny 
had a bit to do with it. 

"I would like to be remembered as 
somebody who contributed a lot to the 
sport. I like to think that I've done a 
lot, that I've done my part as far as the 
fans are concerned and racing and 
development are concerned. It's hard 
to say, but l'd probably rather be 
remembered as a good racer rather 
than a tuner. I just hope I've left my 
mark." 





Harry Lillie is a Yamaha holdout in 
a Harley-Davidson society, although 
Lillie will admit he tried to obtain a 
Harley in 1972. There weren't any 
available and he's been doing his thing 
on Yamahas ever since. Lillie was 
building and tuning sprint car engines 
before he turned to motorcycles in 
1957. He picked up his philosophy of 
taking the time to do the job right 
from his four wheel stint. 

"I was in the Air Force in Japan and 
I had a fast bike. We used to race with 
















the locals and I met this one fellow 
who was pretty fast. We got to know each 
other and I used to visit him and we 
would occasionally go to races 
together. His name was Yoshimura, 
Pops Yoshimura. I learned a lot from 
him." 

Racing bikes and working on them 
was fine, but then Lillie decided to 
make a change. 

"] went to Europe and raced sports 
cars for awhile and got out of 
bikes until I came back to the U.S. I 
did a little work on road racing 
equipment and then built some indoor 
short trackers. Finally, Jimmy Odom, 
A&A Manufacturing and I got 
together and I've been at it (tuning) 
every since. 

“Now I have my own shop (Harry 
Lillie Racing) and I work there. I do 
mostly development work with the 
people at Megacycle Cams. I enjoy it.” 

Lillie has done work for Pat 
Hennen, Randy  Mamola, Rick 
Hocking and many others. He was 
associated with Zanotti Enterprises 
during 1978-79 in the TT portion of 
their program. Steve Eklund rode a 
Yamaha TT500-based machine or a 
750cc twin, depending on the track. 

“I like to have an aggressive rider on 
my machinery," says Lillie. "But he 
also must be a rider who thinks and 
plans ahead on the race track. I feel 
those are two of the most important 
traits a rider must have. You can be 
aggressive and foolish, but if you can 
be aggressive and smart then you're 
going to get someplace. You have to 
know when to stop and when to go. 
One other very important thing is that 
a rider should present a good image 
and be aware that he is in the public 
eye. 

"oe you remember the Yamaha 
TZ750 dirt tracker? Lillie does. He got 
in on the bottom floor. "A famous 
road racer, I won't mention his name, 
came back from a testing session and 
stopped by A&A where Ray Abrams 
and I were working. He said, 'Hey you 
guys are crazy enough to do it, so why 
not build а TZ750 dirt tracker?’ That 
afternoon we called up Doug 
Schwerma of Champion Racing 
Frames and he went for it also. The 
first time we ran was at Ascot and that 
night Yamaha ordered four more for 
the riders involved.” 

Kenny Roberts, Steve Baker, Rick 
Hocking and Skip Aksland rode the 
screaming machine at various 
locations, mostly mile Nationals. 
Roberts won Indianapolis before 
multi-cylinder dirt track engines were 
banned. 

“The reason I do everything is that I 
love to develop engines, pieces or 
parts. It is really a thrill to be with a 
good rider and see him put something 
you've done to use. I like to see people 
do good. I really enjoy it. There's a lot 
of satisfaction in it." 

The 1980 Peoria ТТ маз 
memorable for Lillie. His rider, Scott 
Pearson won the National to chalk up 
his first career victory. Lillie was 
overjoyed. 

How would he like a history of dirt 
track to remember him? "I'd like it 
said that I was fair and tried to provide 
good quality in whatever I did. I can't 
ask for much more than that." 

Tex Peel is called “Big Man" by rider 
Ricky Graham. It's а fitting 
description of both Peel's size and his 
determination to build the fastest 
Harleys around. Peel, immodestly 
feels that he has two of the five fastest 
bikes on the circuit. To back up that 
statement one need only look at this 
year's Sunday Indianapolis Mile as 
proof. Graham averaged over 100 
mph in the 25 mile National, 
something that had never been done 
before. It was Graham's first National 











win as well as Peel's. 

Тех didn't get directly into bikes, 
but came from tuning drag race cars 
with a bit of tuning on what he calls 
"circle burners" or super modified 
stock cars. 

"I quit cars in 1969 when things just 
got too expensive. I rode bikes on the 
street until 1972 and then ended up 
working with Cummings H-D (in 
Flint, Michigan) and that started the 
whole thing. I never even saw a bike 
race until 1971. We went to Daytona 
and I got jazzed watching the Daytona 
Short Track. Hey, the Harley V-twin is 
just like a Chevy V-8; all you do is saw 
off the front two cylinders апа the 
back two then turn it sideways and 
you've got an XR." 

Peel is a privateer tuner. He works 
an early shift at the Buick Motor 
Division plant in Flint where he is a 
transportation supervisor where tri- 
level freight cars are loaded. He heads 
for work at 5:30 a.m. and returns 
home at 3 p.m. 

"When I get home I turn on the 
lights and go to work. This year I've 
had three bikes to keep running and 
that's a handful. I've got a lot of help 
because it's the best organizer that 
wins. I try to gather all the best help 
available to do the job. Dick O'Brien 
at Harley helps out, Ron Alexander 
who developed the XR into what it is 
today built my heads, Jimmy Clarke 
does my cranks and then there's help 
from the sponsors and we even have 
people who help out virtually for 
nothing because they love the sport. 
Building winning machinery is 
expensive, but I think it's money well 
spent." 

Peel is most honest in assessing why 
he does it. “It's just an ego trip, that's 
all it is. I want to make my bikes go 
faster than anyone else. I've always 
wanted to be first. The bottom line is 
being Number One. 

"If I had to race the rest of the 
season for no money I'd work just as 
hard. That's the way I like my riders. I 
want somebody who will ride just as 
hard as I work. There isn't anybody on 
the circuit over the period of a season 
who puts in more hours on the 
machinery than 1 do. That's a fact. I 
virtually don't sleep." 

The career high point for Peel? 
Easily his Indianapolis (Mile) win. 
Beaming from ear to ear which made 
his bushy black beard seem that much 
larger, Peel said, "Indy without a 
doubt and then the Santa Fe TT. 
Ricky (Graham) is a damn good TT 
racer, but he really showed his talent 
on that short twisty track. As for Indy, 
I think both (Saturday night and 
Sunday) were superb rides." 

How will history remember Tex 
Peel? Probably as a person who never 
quit. "People who don't quit," said 
Peel, "are usually going to end up 
winning. Now they don't win all the 
time, but if you don't ever quit, you 














don't ever really lose. You've got to 
give 'em hell every time and hang in 
there." 


Brent Thompson ended 1980 in style, 
bringing the Number One plate -- 
with a bit of help from Randy Goss -- 


back to Milwaukee and  Harley- 
Davidson. Thompson has been in the 
tuning business in one form or another 
since 1971. Prior to that he worked in 
a shop while in high school and 
dabbled in club road racing. He 
moved to California after graduation 
in 1970 because "there weren't enough 
places to road race around Evansville, 
Indiana." That move proved to be a 
step in the right direction for the 
following year he landed a position 
with BSA/Triumph. 

"It wasn't a glamorous job," says 
"Thompson. "I washed parts, did odd 
jobs around the shop and in general 
was a go-fer. The next year I became a 
full team mechanic and worked 
primarily on the Triumph Trident 
and BSA Rocket-3 road racers. 

“1 worked there until 1975. During 
that period I briefly worked with Dick 
Mann, Gene Romero, Mike Kidd, 
Gary Scott and others who were road 
racing. The first dirt track program I 
worked on was with Kidd (1974) until 
he broke his leg in the middle of the 
season. I also worked for five months 
on the Norton streamliner Bonneville 
project. 

"Unfortunately, the racing 
department went under in 1975 and I 
went looking for another job. That's 
when Dick O'Brien offered me a 
position at Harley." 

Thompson's work at Harley added 
to his racing education. He worked on 
Jay Springsteen's 250cc road racer and 
then served a stint working with Marty 
Tripes and Rex Staten on Harley- 
Davidson's short-lived MX program. 
From there he went back to the racing 
shop to work on dyno development 
and fabrication. When 1980 rolled 
around and Randy Goss was hired, 
"Thompson was tabbed as his tuner. 

"I find that I work best with a rider 
who is sincere about his racing and 
actually lives it day to day like Randy. 
I like someone who can give me 
mechanical feedback because I'm not 
the one riding the bike. I never raced 
dirt track professionally so feedback is 
more critical to me than to those 
tuners who have raced." 

Why is Thompson a tuner? It 
certainly isn't for money. "Sometimes I 
wonder why I do it, but I think it all 
boils down to the fact that I love 
working on machinery. 1 love building 
bikes and then getting out to the track 
-- the proving ground -- to see how well 
I did. I think money would have to be 
last on the list of reasons why I do it." 

The high point of Thompson's 
career was the joint success of Randy 
Goss and he winning the Winston Pro 
Series title. “You may not believe it, 
but 1 never set working on 
championship winning machinery as 








one of my goals. It just sort of 
happened. Naturally, if you are going 
to be a tuner then you set out to do 
your best and the ultimate example of 
that is being Number One. Now the 
hard part is doing it again, and again 
and again. 

“I'd like people to remember that I 
built safe, reliable and fast machinery, 
that I was easy to work with and I 
always gave 100 percent no matter 
what I was doing.” 


Shell Thuet isnt a man of many 
words. Anyone who has been in the 
tuning business since 1939 doesn't 
really have to say anything because a 
record like that speaks for itself. He 
got into the game when his best friend, 
Jimmy Kelly, asked him to help with 
his race bikes and Shell has been at it 
ever since. Thuet was never a 
professional racer although he used to 
kick up a lot of dust desert racing. He 
has seen both sides of the business, as 
the man responsible for Yamaha's dirt 
track program in the early 1970's when 
Kenny Roberts won his National 
championships and then as a show- 
case for his business, Shell Racing 
Specialties. 

It's easy to guess why he is still in the 
sport. "I love it," says Thuet with a 
smile that tells all. “Pm just trying to 
do something that might end up being 
something nobody else has done. I'm 
not in the sport for the money, that's 
for sure. It's the satisfaction. Everyday 
you learn something and everytime 
you race you learn. Then you put it 
into the development of new parts or 
projects." 

Shell Racing Specialties’ main 
business is manufacturing racing parts 
to convert the 650cc Yamaha engine to 
750cc dirt track апа street 
application. Thuet has been working 
exclusively with Yamahas since 1970 
and sees no reason to stop. Although 
introduction of a 750cc V-Twin by 
Yamaha for 1981 has been seen by 
some as a machine for Yamaha's re- 
entry into the dirt track wars full scale, 
Thuet doesn't. "I don't believe the V- 
twin is the answer,” he says. . 

“I started working on Yamahas in 
1970 with Keith Mashburn and then 
there was Kenny, Don Castro, Gene 
Romero, Rick Hocking, Hank Scott, 
Eddie Lawson and others. All of those 
riders had a common trait -- they were 
chargers and didn't fall off and wreck 
my equipment. If there's one thing I 
hate it's a bent up bike." 

Thuet reached way: back in his 
memory for a highlight in his career, 
all the way to the early 1960's. "I'd 
have to say that holding all the track 
records at Ascot was a high point. 
Allen Shultz was riding for me and we 
had a Royal Enfield, a scrambles set- 
up that wasn't made for that kind of 
racing, but Allen made it go. That was 
along about 1961 through 1963 or '64. 

"I've been fortunate to have had a 
long and satisfying career and if my 
health holds up I'll probably be 
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around for a long time. I might cut 
back a little, but 1 can't see myself 
getting away from motorcycles. You 
get too old, too quick that way. I 
celebrated my 68th birthday at the 
Santa Fe National." 


Bill Werner won't have fond 
memories about 1980. Jay 
Springsteen, who won three Winston 
Pro Series titles and 23 of his 25 
National wins under Werner's 
watchful eye, has been sick for most of 
the season with what was diagnosed as 
borderline diabetes. Rather than keep 
Werner confined at the Harley- 
Davidson factory on race weekends, 
Harley's Dick O'Brien instituted a 
program of putting a different rider 
on the bike at each National. 

Werner enjoys talking about his 
racing career and tuning. "One of my 
old friends Sid Carlson deserves a 
bunch of credit for getting me into 
tuning. He and I were dirt track 
racing in the early 1960s. He had a 
BSA that wasn't fast enough for him 
and I had a Harley. We swapped bikes 
and split our winnings. I made out. 
After that I built a fresh bike for him 
each summer. 

"I went to work for Harley in 1966 
in the racing department, but back 
then the factory basically supported 
riders in the field with equipment and 
parts. It wasn't until about 1970 or 71 
that they actually teamed up rider and 
mechanic. I wanted to go out on the 
circuit so I put my name in the hat in a 
sense. They said alright." 

Werner likes to say he was lucky 
when asked about the four Winston 
Pro Series titles (Gary Scott, 1975; Jay 
Springsteen 1976-77-78) he has been 
associated with. To get a record like 
that, you have to be more than lucky. 

Werner has been paid to do the job 
or at least work in the racing 
department for the better part of 14 
years. “1 do it for the satisfaction of 
seeing a job well done," says Werner. 
"At first it was something 1 always 
wanted to do, a challenge to see how 
far you could go and how much you 
could learn. The goal was to tune for a 
Number One rider and I 
accomplished that. 

"Jays first championship would 
have to be the high point in my career. 
I got more satisfaction out of that than 
anything else I've done. It was really 
something to see Jay pick himself off 
the track (after a practice crash) and 
then do his thing in the National -- not 
really having to win, but doing it. 
That was really a rush." 

Some tuners want a rider who knows 
the bike and some, like Werner, don't. 
"Personally, the type rider I get along 
with best is an aggressive one that 
doesn't think he's a mechanic. He's the 
rider and does his job and I'm the 
tuner and I do my job. He doesn't 
wrench and I don't ride and we get 
along perfect. He doesn't really have 
to know a spark plug from a tire. 
When he gives you the symptoms, you 





have to be the doctor and I think that's 
the best way. Sometimes, a little 
knowledge can be dangerous." 

So how would Werner like to be 
remembered? “I guess as someone who 
gave it 100 percent," he says with a 
smile, "and that 1 did the best I 
could." 





Storme Winter wasn't well-known 
until the fall of 1977 when Skip 
Aksland won the San Jose Mile on his 
bike.  Aksland rode equipment 
prepared by Winter and maintained 
by Terry Sage in 1978. For 1979 Mike 
Kidd contracted Winter to be his 
tuner for the season. This year he went 
back to building engines for anyone 
with the cash and helping Kidd at 
some Nationals -- mostly miles. 

"I began tuning professionally in 
1976. I started working on bikes in 
1965 and I also raced. I quit racing in 
1975 due to self preservation. I liked 
both dirt track and road racing, but 
fell off of my road racer twice in one 
season and figured that was enough. 

"Sam, my cousin, and 1 work on 
motors all week at our shop in Eureka, 
California, (about 300 miles north of 
San Francisco) and fly or drive to races 
on weekends. This season I've worked 
on Yamaha's program at Houston and 
Daytona and then I worked on Mike 
Kidd's winning Honda 500 for the 
Ascot TT. I've also been working on 
Mike's XRs. Other than that, we built 
an engine for Ted Boody and about 
five or six others. There isn't really a 
formal name to the shop, we just do 
race work.” 

So the obvious question, why be a 
tuner? "Well, I think everyone likes to 
be good at what they do and I am 
probably a lot better engine builder 
than I was a rider. It's just a natural 
progression. You can have more fun 
doing this than being out on the road 
all year. You meet a lot of nice people 
and it's really satisfying when you win 
and the pits when you lose. Working 
with a lot of individuals I've come to 
the conclusion that 1 like a rider to be 
very aggressive, but not out of control. 
There are a few riders out there who 
are really aggressive yet don't really 
have the amount of control it takes to 
put a good program together. I feel 
Mike is an excellent rider. He's proven 
that he is good on the TTs and we 
know how he is at short track, mile 
and half mile. Now if we could only 
talk him into getting back on a road 
racer." : 

Thinking about a highlight in his 
career brought a smile to Winter's 
face. "Id have to say that Skipper's 
(Aksland) win at San Jose really sticks 
out. It was his first National win, my 
birthday and it came in front of a lot 
of people I knew. What more could 
you ask for? 

“I know I'm not history yet, but I 
guess if I had to be remembered I 
would like it to be as one who was fair 
with everyone I dealt with and strived 
to do his best at every race." Ы

area.' Therefore the department has 
restructured the accounts." Reading 
on through the minutes, we find this 
choice tidbit: "Commissioner Gibson 
asked. if this project (The Opera 
House) was on the original list of prior- 
ities for the 1976 Bond monies. Deputy 
Director Johannsen said that it was not 
..Commissioner Egizi  related...'It 
looks as though the Commission is 
again taking money out of the Bond 
Act and, putting it for something else 
the people did not vote for. '" 

It is interesting to us that the 
Department conveniently finds it more 
"appropriate" to fund our projects 
"out of OHV funds" although the 
Department promised the voters in 
1974 that that Bond act would provide 
a project for us. It took a legislative 
audit to find out that they did not 
intend to keep that promise to the 
people. They had spent all of the 1974 
Bond money and "forget" our project. 
Not to worry, they said to the Legis- 
lature, "we will do the project out of 
1976 Bond monies". Now look what 
happens when they think no one is 
looking. They "again" take "money 
out of the Bond Act and put it for 
something else the people did not vote 
for." Perhaps the most interesting part 
of his entire explanation is the 
Department's nonchalant explanation 
that it has “restructured the 
accounts." It's like having a pick- 
pocket rationalize that he was simply 
"restructuring" your pocket. Somehow 
the end result is the same; you've been 
robbed but it has such a nice sounding 
name you are expected to feel better 
about it. 

Now that the events on the Desert 
Plan seem to be in the hands of the 
lawyers, we can devote some more 
attention to the Department of Parks 
and Recreation. It looks as though they 
are in the process of making Hungry 
Valley almost useless as ап ОКУ 
facility. Some estimates are that as 
much as 11,000 of the 19,000 acres 
acquired for the facility may be closed 
to ORV use. Somehow this does not 
seem to be exactly what we had in 
mind when the ORV fund was set up. 

At. the recent ORV Advisory 
Committee meeting, the State's ORV 
Coordinator again played games with 
the advisory board. Word 15 now that 
certain members of that body are 
thinking about sponsoring legislation 
which will give the committee statu- 
tory authority to approve grants and 
provide direction to the program. It is 
becoming clear to many of the 
advisory committee members that the 
department established the committee 
as "window dressing" to make it look 
as though the Department really was 
interested in the program. They were 
horrified when the Committee let it be 
known that they wanted to examine 
the grant requests from the BLM, 
counties, and others prior to approval 
by the department. The staff "sort of" 
agreed, in an effort to make it look as 
though they wanted to deal in good 
faith with the committee. At the last 
meeting, however, the staff decided to 
have the committee "prioritize" the 
proposals, rather than be allowed to 
approve or veto them. Thus the 
department can still frivolously spend 
ORV money to help BLM print worth- 
less information about ORVs, or other 
non-land aquisition programs. We will 
be watching this program very closely, 
and report on the progress of any 
committee-sponsored legislation to 
clean up this situation. 

Since this is our last column this 
year, on behalf of all of the contribu- 
tors to this government watchdog 
column, we wish all of you a happy 
and safe holiday season.

Balentine takes 
Toys-For- Tots GP

ADELANTO, CA, DEC. 6-7 

Bob Balentine looked better than 
ever as he made the rounds of 

the eight-mile MX/desert course 
laid out for the Toys-For Tots 
Grand Prix. He took a first on Satur- 
day and another one on Sunday. 

It was a first for the Desert Rats 
M.C. too, as they hosted this annual 
event with help from the Marine Corps 
Reserves at the Sunrise Valley Cycle 
Park. 

The course was a true combination 
of desert and motocross, innovated by 
A] Beckstead of the Rats. 

Four races were held each of the two 
days of racing with the Vets leading 
things off as the first to try out the 
course. 

It was "Hoot" Gibson who took the 
immediate lead, followed by Bill 
Saltzman and Jim Bringhurst. 

The ensuing battle between Gibson 
and Saltzman continued all the way 
through the seven laps, with Saltzman 
finishing on top when Gibson ran out of 
gas just short of the checkered. 

The 125-175cc class was next. There 
was no doubt about who the leader 
was going to be as desert “С” ace Kevin 
Hopkins came off the start line at the 
point and never backed off the throttle 
the whole way. Danny Bookhart 
moved into the second spot followed 
by Balentine and Cliff Thomas. 
Donnie Morrison was next, leading the 
Amateur class. 

The final lap, however, found 
Hopkins still in the lead, but things 
had changed drastically in the ranks. 
Morrison had moved up into the 
second overall slot with Thomas now 
holding third. 

Last race of the day included the 
Sportsman class and the sidehacks. 

Sizzlin' Mike Sixbery took the lead 
off the start line, with the rest of the 
thundering pack close behind, headed 
by Dan Smith, Terry Davis, Chuck 
Stearns, Howard McCasland, and Bill 
Saltzman. 

Halfway through the desert section, 
however, Balentine had moved up 
from his spot back in the pack to a 
threatening third, and then, into 
second by home-check. Sixbery could 
feel the heat of Balentine's breath on 
the back of his neck for another lap 
and a half, until Balentine pulled 
around him in the desert section. 

The lead see-sawed back and forth 
as the two came into the MX sections, 
but once back out in the long desert 
stretch, Balentine began to pull away 
from Sixbery. Balentine held his lead 
past the checkered, although Sixbery 
continued to give him a run for his 
money the whole way. 

Last race of the grand prix included 
the 250cc and Open Amateurs and 
Experts. 

Mike Sixbery took the lead with a 
powerful burst of energy. Chasing 
behind was a roar of machines that 
would have completely unnerved a 
Beginner! Chuck Miller moved into 
the second spot, follwed by Andy 
Jefferson, Bruce Ogilvie, Rick Jones, 
Ed Whisenant and Dan Ashcraft. 

By the first check Balentine had 
moved up from well back in the 20s off 
the start, to the eighth position 
followed by Danny Sanchez and Paul 
Christensen. 

As the riders came off the first lap, 
Balentine was knocking on Sixbery's 
door, wanting to get past him. 








Balentine chased Sixbery another lap 
before he finally slid by him just before 
home check. These two riders were 
well ahead of any of the rest of the 
pack, and so, as Balentine began to 
stretch out ahead of Sixbery, an even 
wider gap occurred between Balentine 
and the other racers. 

Sixbery ended up running out of 
gas, but still managed to finish sixth 
overall. The second slot was earned by 
Miller (250cc), followed by Smith 
(Open) and Ogilvie (Open); all three 
of these riders were close together.

Queen’s iron 
gather at Rose 
Bowl

PASADENA, CA, DEC. 7 

Although British bikes comprise 
only one percent of the American 
motorcycle market, nearly 300 
faithful Anglophiles showed up 
at the Pasadena Rose Bowl for the 
start of the second British Motorcycle 
Road Run to bear testimony that the 
English spirit lives on. 

English bike aficionados mounted 
on everything from side-valve BSA 
singles to immaculately maintained 
Vincents (five, count 'em), gathered in 
a spirit of comaraderie to ogle the 
function and design of machinery as 
only a purist with an eye for esthetics 
could. 

Even former AMA National #1 
Gene Romero, perhaps feeling a touch 
nostalgic, was present on a Triumph 
Bonneville supplied by old nemesis Ed 
Kretz, Jr., who was also along for the 
ride. The world's fastest burrito seemed 
to slow down for once and enjoy him- 
self, commenting, “This is the slowest 
140 miles I've ever ridden." 

Motorcycling's grand patriarch, Fred- 
die Ellsworth, on his weatherbeaten 
Triumph Thunderbird with flexi side- 
car, sans trailer which gave him such a 
hard time on the last run, ended up 
with a flat this time around. "And we 
made it all the way to Colorado and 
back without trouble," lamented 
daughter Susan. By the time Freddie 
limped in to the finish to claim his 
oldest rider award, he found it had 
been usurped by a younger man, 55- 
year-old Ed See riding a '67 BSA 
Shooting Star. Is there no justice? 

There was no question as to the 
youngest rider, Ann Marie Shenk 
astride her cafe Trident. Actually, 
Ann Marie is only 21% and rides in the 
sidecar belonging to her parents, Ton 
and Valree, who won the trophy for 
best cafe style sidecar, a custom Bing- 
ham МК-П. 

The Shenks may have had the best 
cafe sidecar, but Delia Vinetz and 
Rusty Kay won recognition for best 
dressed couple, who looked like striped 
peppermint aboard their candy apple 
Bonneville. - 

The number of trophies for side- 
hacks more than made up for an over- 
sight last time when the chairs were in- 
advertently overlooked. With plenty of 
sidecars represented this time, best 
Watsonian was found to belong to 
Stan Sherwood and his original Ariel 





Square Four. Oldest all-British outfit 
went to John Munoz with a Swallow 
attached to a '47 Velocette. Munoz 
also took home the gold for best over- 
all sidecar. Best Globe sidehack awards 
went to Clyde Earl and Bob Baker, 
both Triumph mounted. Doug Bingham 
of Side Strider made the presentations. 


Chris Mitchell from San Luis Obispo 
was just hanging around the area on 
his 78 750 Triumph and dropped by 
to cop the long distance award. Gary 
Gerfen on an 850 John Player 
Commando won cafe racer kudos, 
while Rich Sidebotham took custom 
street legal recognition with the '52 
Triumph he restored with help from 
British Cycles of Torrance. Most au 
thentic restoration went to Bill Bell 
and his '65 Bonneville. 

Smallest displacement machine to 
finish was the BSA B40 Star ridden by 
Carl Weise and with 24 members of 
the Southern California BSA Owners 
Club present, they were bound to win 
something. Ah, yes, those original 
olive green side-valve BSA singles 
belonging to Al Baker won the plaque 
for oldest machines to finish. 

Organizers of the event were Gene 
Cox, Western Regional Sales Repre- 
sentative for Triumph Motor Corpora- 
tion of America in Placentia, CA; 
Wayne Moulton, president of 
American Triumph; and Pat Owens, 
former National Service Manager for 
Triumph, Gene Romero's former 
wrench, and currently the advanced 
semester instructor of motorcycle me- 
chanics at Los Angeles Trade-Tech- 
nical College. 

The run was made possible by dona- 
tions from Cycle News East and West, 
Van Leeuwen Enterprises, Inc., Ed 
Kretz & Son, Harry D. Foster Motor- 
cycles, Symonds Cycles, JRC Engineer- 
ing, Side Strider, Inc., British Motor- 
cycles, Ltd., and L.A. Trade-Tech 
College.

Graves great at 
са? Santa Claus

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 7 

The many hundred riders who 
dared the frosty morning found 
conditions almost foreign to 
southern California motorcycling; 
clear, still air and a perfectly dampened 
track which didn't dry out as the day 
wore on. The Dunes troops with Walt 
and Gary riding hard had done their 
usual job of grooming the course and 
continued doing it throughout the 
races, the California Racing Club's 
Santa Claus GP. 

It had rained earnestly on Thursday 
and the ground was wet everywhere; 
perhaps a little too wet for some riders. 
The course was routed from the sand- 
wash through the canebrake and back 
and forth across the Santa Clarita 
river, through the International MX 
course and back to the sandwash. 

Of all the race that I watched, the 
Minis and the Pros had the least 
trouble with the ramp jump. Those 
few Minis that tried it knew full well 
that they could make it. The rest 
prudently took the bridge. Of those 
who jumped, Rick Hemme was first 
over after one-half lap and followed 
that pattern to first overall 45 minutes 
later, almost a full lap ahead of every- 
one else. With Hemme out of reach, 








the major battle involved second 
through fifth places. The early part of 
the race found Jeff Barbacovi and Bill 
Surratt, both Intermediates, elbowing 
it out for second with Michael Knapp 
and Richard Fleming working on 
fourth. A few laps later, Barbacovi 
was in second and Knapp had moved 
up to third. Surratt was still in there, 
right on Knapp's back. They generally 
held those positions to close to the 
end when Knapp and Surratt both 
slipped by Barbacovi who was now 
accosted by his buddy Don Feeley. 
Feeley also get by to put Barbacovi at 
fifth overall 

It was impossible to keep close watch 
on the Mini-Minis but it was easy to see 
that Marty Rickard was clearly the 
fastest in that 60cc bunch and he took 
first with little fanfare. 

When the 125's hit the jump on the 
first lap, I had just enough time to see 
Jack Greenberg go by in first before 1 
and the other spectators had to start 
scrambling for our lives. There were 
bodies and bikes flying. everywhere; 
the effect was like an explosion in a 
swimming pool full of billiard balls. 
By lap three, Doug Gentry had taken 
over first, just ahead of Greenberg. 
Soon, Eddie Guardo got by Greenberg 
and Gentry and Bob Laughlin started 
to work his way up through the pack. 
By the final lap, Laughlin was in first 
with Guardo and Gentry second and 
third, as Greenberg having DNF. 

Bob Crosta took an early lead in the 
250cc race with Randy Morales and 
Larry Thompson immediately behind. 
Two laps later, Morales was. in first 
and pulling away so rapidly most of 
the other riders must have thought 
they had run into the Pro race by 
mistake. The chaos caused by the 
unlucky riders who made the wrong 
choice at the crossing must have 
fogged my perceptions because I was 
convinced that Morales continued on 
for the win. However, when the scorers 
finished counting laps, first was 
awarded to Dave Harris and Morales 
got second. 

Eric Graves has been the consistent 
winner and points leader throughout 
the entire CRC Grand Prix series. 
With the Number One plate for 1981 
in his pocket, he elected to ride the Pro 
class today. It was a wise choice. In the 
face of some heavy competition, he led 
from the first lap and rode cool but 
hard to a well-deserved win. Graves' 
new 465 Yamaha was far from alone; 
in the first few laps it was followed 
closely by similar bikes piloted by Steve 
Hutchens and Jim Weinert. Yup, the 
Jammer was out to sample some of 
SoCal’s finest sand. 

Lap three saw Mark White move 
into second and a multi-lap battle with 
Weinert. That  position-swapping 
battle proved costly, however, since 
White eventually broke and Weinert 
ran out of gas. Hutchens had been 
grimly hanging onto fourth and his de- 
termination paid off as fourth became 
second. 

Random notes on the Senior's, 
Junior’s, Women's and 500's races: 

Larry "Grampa" Shoemaker ran 
away with the combined Junior-Senior 
classes — as usual. 

Mary Kay Aufrance was so far 
ahead in the women's classes that some 
of the other riders actually thought she 
was a lap down. Mary usually rides in 
the men's classes but chose the 
women's today because that race was 
closer in time to her husband's. Ro- 
mantic but unlucky for those who had 
to ride against her. 

Bob Crosta tried again and got a 
second this time around.

Crosby and 
Trinder win in 
Australia

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA, NOV. 11 


The first round of the 1980 
Swann Insurance road race 
series, held at Oran Park, was a 
roaring success in terms of gate 
receipts and value for money racing. 
World Formula One Champion 
Graeme Crosby and 1980 500сс 
Australian Champion Steve Trinder 
treated the large crowd to-a racing 
spectacle that has not been seen in 
Australia for many a year. 


Leg One 


Crosby, riding his 1000cc Formula 
One Suzuki four-stroke, qualified at 
one minute, 16.7 seconds, just one 
tenth of a second ahead of Steve 
Trinder on an RG500 Mark VI. 
Castrol Six-Hour winner Wayne 
Garnder on a CB900-based superbike 
led off the line and to the first corner 
until Crosby and Greg Pretty on a TZ 
750 Yamaha slipped through on the 
inside, 

As Pretty led Crosby, Gardner, 
Trinder, Ron Boulden (TZ750) and 
Jeff Sayle (TZ750) across the line for 
the first time, Dave Aldana sped up pit 


lane to start the race. Thinking that , 


the race didn't start for another half 
hour, he was in the bathroom when 
the race started. Unfortunately for 
him, he wasn't allowed to join the 
race. 

Meanwhile back on the track, 
Prettys lead came to an end on lap 
two when Trinder passed Crosby and 
in the same breath Pretty. By the 
fourth lap, the flying duo of Trinder 
and Crosby had pulled away from 
Pretty who had Sayle looking down his 
exhausts followed by Gardner, Muir, 
Coleman, Boulden and Briton Ron 
Haslam on a Honda Great Britain Fl 
bike. Haslam's clutch was slipping, 
which explained his uncharacteristic 
low placing. 

Crosby finally passed Trinder in a 
move that had the crowd on its feet 
and for the next few laps the pair were 
often side by side in corners, each 
waiting for the other to make a 
mistake. Crosby crossed the line first, 
just half a second ahead of Trinder. A 
few seconds behind them were Sayle, 
Coleman, Pretty, Gardner, Neill, 
Haslam, Boulden and Mick Cole on a 
modified CB1100R. 


Leg Two 


Eager to make up for his non-start 
in the first round, Aldana was first on 
the dumby grid and, more importantly, 
first into the first turn. Haslam had his 
clutch repaired and quickly flew past 
Aldana with Crosby in hot pursuit. At 
the end of the first lap, Haslam led 
from Crosby, Aldana, Trinder, Neill 
on a Honda Australia CB1100R super- 
bike, Pretty and Coleman. 

Aldana's Moriwaki Kawasaki was 
developing horrifying tank slappers. 
The bike was set up by Ross Hannan, 
the Australian Moriwaki distributor, 
but in Aldana's absence, it was set up 
to the liking of Crosby who used to ride 
for Hannan. Aldana has a much 
different riding style. 

By the third lap, Trinder had 
decided that he and no one else would 
win this race and he passed Crosby. 
The crowd was on its feet and 
screaming, sensing a repeat of the 
earlier leg. Aldana was forced to retire 
the wobbling Kawasaki. His efforts to 
keep up through the corners had worn

Randy Morales also tried again, this 
time in the 500cc event, and was 
unequivocally the winner of that one.

The team race was without a doubt 
the closest, hardest fought and most 
exciting of the day.

They not 
only kept up with some of the big 
bikes; they passed many of them.

Bruce Bunch was 
the mini rider with Rino Navara 
receiving the second Pro-Trac for his 
efforts. 

With the three Pro classes going 
right down to the last event Jim Holley 
came out on top of the 125cc class, 
Mark Lawrence edged out Rex Staten 
by one point to pick up the 250cc win, 
and Steve Rhyan got the gold ring in 
the 500cc class. 

Now with the 1981 5th Annual

Seldom during a full day of 
Grand Prix racing, featuring 
five different races, will there be 
one overall star. Mike Sixbery 
certainly came close when he aced 
Bruce Ogilvie and Mark Asbury on the 
last lap of the Open race, then did a 
repeat with a flat tire over Kent 
Pfeiffer in the 250cc race at SRA's 
Riverside GP.

Reisinger rips 
Sun GP

PHOENIX, AZ, NOV. 29 

Kawasaki green almost had a 
three-race sweep in the post- 
Turkey Day Coors/Bosch Sun 
Grand Prix when both the Expert 
and Pro races were won by big-inch 
machines from Kawasaki Heavy In- 
dustries. Another marque from the 
land of the rising sun, Honda, was rid- 
den to top honors in the Novice event. 

Kawasaki factory support rider 
Robert Reisinger from California blast- 
ed from a top-five position into the 
lead after an hour and a half into the 
two-hour-plus-one-lap Pro race. Using 
a seat and gas tank combination bor- 
rowed from Open Expert winner Gary 
LaPlante's KDX, Reisinger took home 
the top prize of $2000. Bob Pongratz 
paced the morning event on a four- 
stroke, street legal Honda 500. 

The morning race was flagged off at 
the scheduled 0800 hours with 166 rid- 
ers leaving according to class оп the 
asphalt oval at Phoenix International 
Raceway (located to the southwest of 
Phoenix, near Cashion). Late Novem- 
ber was, this year, blessed with very 
mild morning temperatures (compara- 
tively), which was a good thing as the 
water holes were full, guaranteeing 
plenty of wet riders. 

As the track dried out and berms 
became well defined, the Experts had 
a set of rails around the track. And 
riding as consistent and as on time as 
the railroads of days past was Kawasaki 
employee Gary LaPlante (KDX). One- 
time National Trials rider, "Egg 
Plant" rode a flawless race from start 
to finish, keeping clean and out of 
trouble, but not out of reach of Mesa's 
Bob Cline (borrowed Suz). Bob had 
number one starting position, but had 
two ill bikes in his shop. So with hat in 
hand, he borrowed a bike so he “ 
could ride a few laps." Uh-huh. He 
rode on LaPlante's tail for five laps 
until the fact that he had neglected to 
provided for any type of pits reared its 
ugly head. See, he was serious about 
'...just a few laps." You could see the 
over-reacting among his friends in the 
camping area, looking for such useful 
items as gas cans, etc. Cline did get a 
pit going, but he was out of the hunt 
after that, ending up sixth Open 
Expert. 

After Cline left the fray, second 
place was left to Jim McCauley (Hus) 
from Flagstaff, who was way back. 
The best that last year's winner, Ron 
Cowles (TT500), could muster was 
third, 10th overall. Third overall went 
to a 250cc Expert rider Brett Billett 
followed by the first 125cc Expert 
Mike Welch (C-A) from Las Vegas. 

The afternoon race had a large field 
of Senior riders (35 and over) with a 
class of "40-inch" bikes: 650cc Tri- 
umphs. An amazing turnout brought, 
from the San Fernando Valley, Eddie 
Mulder, Jack Hateley, Karl Krohn, 
"Squatty" Don Surplice and the class 
winner Demo. Trophy winners Demo 
and Krohn rode eight laps with Karl 
getting knocked off his bike by Dwight 
Brown (Bul) on the first lap. Krohn 
definitely did not like this type of re- 
ception and told Brown so. 

Thirty-five Pro riders lined up for a 
mass start and a chance at a $5000 
purse to be distributed between the 
top 10 finishers. Bolstered by support 
from the local Coors beer distributor, 
Zeb Pearce and Sons, and Bosch Spark 
Plugs, Sun M.C. had hoped for a 
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larger field, considering the singular 
two-hour race set aside for the racers 
and spectators. 

The start was clean, with no mis- 
haps at the desert transition, although 
one could hear the spokes singing as 
the racers launched off into the river- 
bottom area from the eight-foot drop- 
away. First lap honors went to 
Phoenix's Gary Dircks (Yam), riding 
out of Bob Wharton's new Bell Road 
Yamaha dealership, holding a very 
slim lead over Chris Howard from Las 
Vegas. Dave Gerig (Hus) held third 
and Bob Reisinger (Kaw) was fourth. 

Last year's winner Chappy Blose was 
entrenched in 10th spot, but not for 
long, as he was moving up at the rate 
of one position per lap such that he 
held fifth on lap six. Dircks relinquished 
the lead: to Howard on lap five with 
Tim Locey (Yamaha Motor Corp.) in 
third. 

Significant rearrangement took place 
on lap six, where Locey went into the 
lead with Reisinger second, Dircks 
third and Howard fourth. Pole sitter 
Dave Miller, SCORE Class 38 star, was 
now getting lapped by the first seven 
riders, with 11-minute laps the stan- 
dard. 

Tucson's resident insane person, 
Carlos “The Flyin’ Chicano” Serrano, 
was moving up from 16th on lap two to 
ninth on number seven. But on lap 
eight, the whole story was rewritten: 
Reisinger grabbed number опе, 
Howard second and Dircks third. 
Serrano fell to unspecified mechanical 
woes while Craig Adams’ KTM pro- 
pelled him into sixth. From then on, it 
was pretty much follow the leader, ex- 
cept for Blose getting around Dircks 
in the back section for a solid third. 

On the final lap, it was clearly 
Reisinger, Howard and Blose up front 
with neither of the latter two having 
any chance to reel in the leading 
Kawasaki. Adams saw a positive sixth 
place ($250) dissolve into a 10th $50 
when he experienced mechanical fail- 
ure 100 yards from the checkered flag. 
Pushed on by the vocal urgings of 
spectators, Adams resisted the DQ- 
prone help of bystanders and sprinted 
the remaining distance to the flag 
after seeing his lead blown away. 


Former AMA 250cc National Moto- 
cross champ Tony D made a rare ap- 
pearance on his road to recovery from 
a potentially disasterous eye injury a 
while back. His seventh-place finish 
should have been a good training ride. 
Cycle World's Don Griewe took fifth, 
Las Vegan Kevin Welch (C-A) got 
sixth, Gerig was eighth, local star Kent 
Miller (SW Yamaha) was ninth and 
Adams an exhausted 10th. 

The Tucson, AZ, branch of PM 
Magazine, a TV news show, was on 
hand to videotape the Pro and sidecar 
events. In fact, their daring camera- 
man hefted a stone heavy video 
camera and rode the asphalt section 
on Rob Evans’ 750 Yam/Wasp sidecar 

.. one handed.

Greg Zitterkopf is looking good 
in the Open class on his Mont- 
clair Yamaha ride at DeAnza 
Cycle Park. Also a fixture in the 
250cc class on his Maico, Zitterkopf is 
proving how well he can handle riding 
four motos a day.

From there on 
in, the top three spots were set. Fred 
Combs (Kaw) passed Pat Weber (Suz) 
for fourth in the first half, and then 
made good time on the leaders, to 
finish right behind Orescanin. 

The next race was just a duplicate of 
the first. Gormley took off with the 
lead, but this time it was Combs who 
moved past Orescanin for second in 
the early laps. Zitterkopf came off the 
line in the back of the pack and so he 
spent most of the race making up for 
lost time. In the end, he was able to 
displace Orescanin for third place be- 
hind Combs. 

Gormley did it again in the 125cc 
class. The first moto saw him lead 
every lap, although Rick Rodgers 
(Kaw) was able to give him a good run 
for a while. Rodgers wound up in 
second while Jeff Edwards and his 
water-cooled Suzuki were third. 

Rodgers led a considerable amount 
of moto two before giving in to 
Gormley.

Pro Circuit Husqvarna rider 
David Gerig kept his cool and 
the lead in route to winning both 
Continental Moto-sports Club 


Open Pro motos. Gerig's first moto 
romp to the checkers came at the 
expense of Yamaha rider Micky 
Dymond who struggled vainly in an 
attempt to close within striking 
distance of the fleet Husky pilot. 


Tony DiStefano powered his big- 
bore Swedish iron into contention 
after a poor start and pulled close to 
Dymond to place third at the finish. 
Pre-race favorite Robert Reisinger 
suffered problems that dropped the 
new Kawasaki support rider to 12th at 
the finish. 


Gerig planted his knobbies firmly 
into the soil on an extra nice Saddle- 
back course and moved into the early 
lead of moto two. Gerig soon held a 
commanding lead over the field but 
Reisinger was on the move from a mid- 
pack start and as the moto wound 
down he closed rapidly on the cruising 
Gerig. 











The final few laps had the crowd on 
their feet as Reisinger’s charge fell 
short at the checkers and Gerig 
completed his perfect ride. Dymond 
picked up third for the moto and 
second overall as DiStefano went home 
with third place money and Reisinger 
finished fourth. 


Reisinger took his revenge — or 
revenue, if you will — in the 250cc Pro 
class as he held off an amazing charge 
by Honda team rider Jim Gibson in the 
second moto. Gibson had powered 
away with the initial moto leaving 
Reisinger to battle with Gerig and 
Maico rider Ed Arnet. Reisinger 
finished in the number two slot as Gerig 
finished third, Arnet fourth and 
Kawasaki rider Dave Hamada 
rounded out the top five.

Argyll Park has changed more 
than its trophy policies — giving 
trophies, free entries and mer- 
chandise credits — so if you think 
you know the Argyll track, you might 
have been surprised today.

Mud and motocross 
at Clarks Branch

“The track will be real good if it 
doesn't rain.” These famous last 
words were muttered by hopeful 
motocrossers as they looked over 
the Clarks Branch Motocross. But 
deép down inside, everyone knew it 
would rain, and “boy howdy” did it 
rain. 

By the first 250cc Pro moto, the 
track was all slop, but the small Pro 
class — three riders — gave the race 
all they had. Medford rider Ray Price 
pulled his new Maico in front of Tim 
Michlitch and Roy Davis off the start. 
Tim followed Price for three laps but 
at that time Davis had settled down 
and was able to pass Michlitch. Tim de- 
veloped bike problems shortly after- 
wards and pulled off the track. 

Everyone was watching Davis' pro- 
gress closely as he tried to make up a 
13-second deficit and soon he appeared 
to be moving up on Price. Roy was try- 
ing very hard, and at one point һе got 
so out of shape on the giant downhill 
that when he didn't crash, there were 
those who thought it was all done with 
mirrors. 

Davis big chance to get around 
Price came in a left-hand downhill 
turn when Price missed a gear on his 
Maico and started sliding backwards 
in the goo. Davis fans were elated 
when it looked like he would flash by 


Tracy Gallo (Kaw); 2. Marci 
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Price and fly to the checkered flag. 
But just as he was side by side with 
Ray, he also stalled and a huge “Oh!” 
came from the spectators. 

Both riders stroked their machines 
feverishly, each trying to be the first to 
get started. But it was the sound of a 
Maico echoing over the track as Price 
was first to get away. Davis restarted 
and the chase resumed. It all ended, 
however, when Davis took a flop over a 
hard dirt lip, giving Price smooth sail- 
ing to the finish. 

In the second moto, Michlitch was a 
no show, so it was again up to the same 
two riders to entertain the crowd. 
When the gate dropped, Davis came 
out nearly sideways. Price almost stalled 
wtach Roy, but finally they both got 
straightened out with Davis in front. 

The lead changed four times, all in 
the first lap. After that, Price took 
control of the situation and led to the 
flag. Davis continued to have prob- 
lems on the slick track, coming in 
second, or last depending on how you 
look at things. 

Four 125cc Pros pulled onto the 
track led by Veneta Suzuki rider Rod 
Keller. Roy Davis followed in second 
with Rick Smith and Phil Oveland close 
behind. Keller led for two laps but 
then was overtaken by Davis. 

But misfortune again struck down 
Roy and after leading only one lap he 
fell, dropping to third and giving the 
lead back to Keller. Oveland also had 
problems and dropped out after the 
third lap. 


The race was now between Keller and 
Smith, and as the riders dropped out 
of sight on a secluded part of the 
track, Keller was in first. But when they 
reappeared, Smith had taken the lead. 
Keller tried to catch Smith and in 
doing so, he took a trip through the 
tules. By the time Rod got his runaway 
steed under control, Smith had pulled 
a considerable lead which he held to 
the finish. Keller remained in second 
with Davis in third. 

The second moto saw Keller again 
get the early lead, but fall before one 
lap. was completed. Davis found him- 
self in front but only for one lap be- 
cause at that time he fell, giving up the 
lead to Smith. 

Roy looked determined as he got 
back underway. It took him four laps 
to catch back up to Rick, but those 
were probably the fastest laps of the 
day. Roy finally started looking like his 
old self. At the finish Davis came in 
first with Smith getting second. 

When the five Old Timers were put 
in with the gals and 100s, some eye- 
brows were raised. Should this be tell- 
ing the Old Timers something? 

"Big Bad" John Broadwater pulled 
his usual giant holeshot on his 465 
Yamaha, only to lose first place to 
arch rival Jim Spalding. Spalding held 
off the charges of “Broad Н»0” for the 
rest of the moto. 

Broadwater knew he had to place 
first in the second moto to get first 
overall. He was even seen talking to 
125cc Pro rider Rick Smith, obviously 
trying to pick up on a fast line.
